He  strongly  deprecated  the  cus- 
tom prevailing  in  America  by  publicly  refer- 
ring to  young  ladies  by  the  use  of  their  j^et 
name.  News-pai)erR  and  every  lady  and  gen- 
tleman should,  in  speaking  of  a  girl  eall  lier 
by  her  full  Christian  name. 

In  the  House  of  Lords,  la.st  week, 
Lord  Derby  said  the  government  had  no  in- 
formation that  Servia  had  declared  war,  or 
anything  justifying  the  statement  that  war  was 
absolutely  certain  ;  but  he  was  bound  to  sav 
from  the  general  tenor  of  the  reports  wliicli 
had  reached  him  that  iie  could  entertain  little 
if  any  liopes  that  war  would  be  avoided. 

Mrs.  Culver,  of  Marion,  Iowa,  started 
for  a  neighbor's,  taking  with  her  two  children, 
a  little  girl  of  three,  and  a  boy  of  .seven,  but 
when  only  a  tew  ro<ls  from  home,  they  stop- 
ped under  a  tree,  and  were  there  found  soon 
after,  the  woman  and  girl  dead,  and  the  boy 
stunned  from  the  eiliects  of  a  stroke  of  light- 
ning, which  had  torn  two  seams  down  the 
body  of  tlie  tree. 


In  the  Senate,  on  the  iilUh.  after 
amending  by  an  increase  of  three  and  .i  quar- 
ter millions,  the  army  appropriation  bill  was 
passed  by  a  vote  ol  25  to  1'2,  and  the  Senate 
adjourned. 

No  business  was  transacted  in  the 
Hou.se. 

The  Senate  on  the  :27th  received  a 
report  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  show- 
ing the  amount  of  balance  due  the  govern-  : 
ment  from  public   officers,   etc.,   since    183f>.  | 
Irving  is  mentioned  as  a   defaulter   to   the 
amount  of  three  cents. 

The  House  agreed  to  the  bill  in  re- 
gard to  the  .sale  of  liquor  in  the  Indi-ui  Tcrri- 
lorv.  The  investigation  of  the  charges  against 
Chief  Clerk  Adani.s  entirely  exanerates  him. 

The  Senate  on  the  29th,  agreed  to 
the  report  of  the  oonterence  committee  on  the 
naval  appropriation  lull.  It  projK)ses  to  meet 
the  reduction  in  amount  lor  jjay  of  officers  by 
retiring  on  furlough  such  as  may  not  be  ac- 
tually required  on  duty.  The  bill  for  build- 
ing a"  bridge  across  the  Missouri  at  Nebriuska 
City  was  agreed  to.  The  resolution  sul>mit- 
ted'  by  the  President  making  the  last  year's 
appointments  good  until  others  are  made, 
was  agreed  to  with  an  amendment  limiting 
the  time  to  30  days. 

The  House  agreed  to  the  conference 
committees  report  on  the  naval  appropriation 
qi  11,  and  after  considerable  nnimixirtant  ne- 
bating  adjourned. 

The  Senate  on  tho  oOlh.  agreed  to 
the  House  bill  providing  penalties  for  the  cir- 
culation of  obscene  books  through  the  mails. 
The  Senate,  after  amending,  passed  the 
House  bill  for  continuing  the  unexr»eiKicd 
balances  to  provide  temjxjrarily  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  government  lor  the  next  ten 
dav.-^.  An  evening  session  for  the  discussion 
of  the  sundry  civic  bill  was  held,  but  the  bill 
went  over. 

The  Ibmse  jiassed  a  bill  to  iirovide 
lor  the  governmental  exjienses  for  ten  days. 
A  bill  was  passed  giving  all  governiueiit  eni- 
plovcs  leaveof  aUen  .-e  to  celebrate  the  Cen- 
tennial Fourth-  An  invitation  to  attend  the 
exercisfs  of  the  Philadelphia  Fourth  was  ac- 
ee]  >ted .

GOLDSMITH  M.VIU. 
The  recent    feat    of  the  celebrated 
trotter  Cioldsmith  Maid  was  an  inter- 
esting one  for  horsemen.    The   track 
used  was  at  Belmont,  near  Philadelphia 
After  the  first  heat,  which  was    made, 
with  a  rmming  horse,   in  2:17  3-4,  a 
turn  or  two  was  made  in  the   front  of 
the  grand  stand,    and  down  came  the 
Maid  on  the  quarter  ;  as  she  tleared  the 
judges'  stand  she  swerved   slightly  to- 
wiird  the  centre  of  the  track,  and  did 
not    seem    prejiared    to  start.     Ooble 
eased  her  up  kindly  and  gently,   and 
after  wrenching  out  her  mouth  with 
a  wet  sponge  and  cooling  her  nostrils, 
started  down  for  the  second  attempt. 
Again  as  she  came  to  the  stand  did  she 
try  to  move   toward  the    grand  stand. 
Hor  driver,  however,  straiglitened.her 
up,  and  took  the  word  going  like  a 
bidlet  from  a  Creedraoor  rifie.    A  light 
skip  was  made   near  the  first  quarter 
but   Doble,   with    consuinmatt^    skill, 
caught    her    up    before    a  break  was 
effected,    and   the    first    quarter  wjus 
reached  in  33  1-2.    Another  skip  after 
tlie  post  was  inissed  amounted  to  noth- 
ing, as  the  prince  of  drivers   was  de- 
termined to  mak«?   his  word  good,  and 
this  Wiis  tlie  heat  to  do   it.    The   half- 
mile  was  reached  in  1:0G  1-2.    Another 
.skip    before   the    three-quarter    po.st, 
Doble  holding  her  down  to  her  work  as 
firm  as  a  rock.  The  time  was  now  1:40, 
and  the  excitement  was  Intense.     All 
eyes  were  centered  on    the  game  little 
empress  of  the  turf,  as  closely  pressed 
by    the    running    horse.     >Vitli    both 
drivers  yelling  like  Coinanches  (m  the 
war-path,  she  came  thundering  down 
the   home-stretch,    Doble    giving  her 
the  whip,  find  using  every  endeav«)r  to 
bring  out   the  full  speed   of  the  best 
piece  of  horsefiesh   on  the  American 
continent.    Nearing  the  seats,  every- 
body   was  on  their  feet,   well  assured 
that  a  feat  would  be  accomplished  that 
would  be  remembered  to  the  la.st  days 
of  their    existence.     When    TiO  yards 
f  om   home  the  elder  Doble  brought 
up  the  runner  alongside  of  the  mare's 
sulky  wheels,   and    she  crossed  under 
the  wire  in  the  marvelous  time  of  2:14. 
The  judges  at  once  placed  the  figures 
upon  the  blackboard  and  displayed  it 
to  the  view  of  the  audience,   when  a 
wild,  enthusiastic  shout   went  up,  the 
stable  boys  tossing  up  sponges,    pails, 
and  their  hats    in  one  general   grand 
hurrah.    As  the  Maid  was  driven  back 
to  the  stand,  Doble's  face  was  wreath- 
ed in  smiles,  and  the  intelligent  ani- 
mal pricked  up  her  ears  and  seemed 
to  ajipreciate  the  ovation  quite  as  much 
as  the  driver. 

The  applause  continued  luitil  the 
mare  was  taken  out  of  the  sulky  and 
walked  to  the  stable.  A  third  heat 
was  trotted  in  2:17  1-2,  the  mile  being 
made  by  good  square  trotting,  without 
even  an  attempt  at  a  break.

The  .National  Penioonilic  Xoniinatiug  Con- 
vention at  St.  Lonis. 
The  Democratic  National  Convention 
which  met  in  St  Louis,  June  2Gth,  lor  the 
nomination  of  candidates  for  the  Presidency 
and  Vice  Presidency,  was  the  largest,  and 
perhaps  the  ablest,  tiiat  the  i)arty  has  ever 
held.  The  place  of  meeting  was  the  large 
hall  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the 
floral  decorations  and  music  pleasantly  sug- 
gested purity  and  harmony. 

Mr.  Schell,  chairman  of  the  national  com- 
mittee, called  the  conveutiim  to  order,  and 
submitted  a  few  brief  remarks  upon  the 
diilieBofthehour.  He  said:  ''In  this  cen- 
tennial of  national  independence  we  liave 
met  to  adopt  the  means  to  restore  the  coun- 
try to  its  ancient  prosperity.  Mav  we  not 
hr.j)e  now,  alter  sixteen  years  of  Repbulican 
misrule,  that  the  Democratic  jarty  may  re- 
sume its  rightful  supremacy  in  the  govern- 
ment."' 

He  then  nominated  Hon.  Henry  Watterson 
of  Kentucky,   for  temporary  chairman,  aikl 
the  nomination  was  agreed  to. 

Jlr.  Watters(m  w.is  escorted  to  the  platform 
and  said  the  convention  had  met  to  deter- 
mine whether  an  honest  governnunt  by  hon- 
est men  should  be  restored  to  the  American 
I)eoi>le.  "Kvery  citizen  of  the  republic,  lie 
lie  of  this  party  or  the  other,  feels  and  has 
felt  for  many  a  day  ihe  depressing  influence 
of  what  are  called  'hard  times.^  We  look 
about  us  and  we  see  the  neglected  fields  and 
vacant  houses.  The  factory  is  closed.  The 
furnace  door  is  shut.  There  are  myriads  of 
idle  hands.  The  happy  activity  of  prosper- 
ous life  is  nowliere  to  Ite  found.  Loyalists  fatten 
whilst  honest  men  starve.  Empty  the  mart 
and  shipless  the  bay.  What  isit  that  has 
wrought  so  great  a  change  in  this  land  ?  The 
reason  of  men  must  answer,  partisan  misrule 
and  sectional  misdirection.  The  Republicans, 
my  friends,  are  not  alone  responsiltle.  With 
them  rest  the  disgivices,  with  us  the  follies. 
Tliese  twin  agents  of  national  mischance, 
working  uiideV  the  miserable  rule  of  con- 
traries, nave  kept  the  people  ol  the  North 
and  South  asunder  and  have  supplied  sus- 
tenance to  corruptien."  The  sj>eaker  con- 
tinued at  some  length  to  arraign  the  pitrty  in 
power  and  to  point  the  convention  to  its 
duty. 

After  an  impressive  prayer  by  Bishop  Mar- 
vin, the  rules  of  the  lasc  convention  were  or- 
dered to  stand  for  this  until  otherwi.se  or- 
dered . 

A   delegation  from    the   Woman   Sufliage 
National  Convention  nsked  a  hearing  which 
was  granted,  and  Mrs.  Pliebe  Cozzens,  of  St. 
Louis,  a.scended  the  platform 
Mrs.  Cozzens  said : 

"The  centennial  anniversary  of  our  national 
birthday  is  also  happily  a  'centennial  leap 
year.  It  is  in  order  not  only  to  receive  pro» 
i.K>3als  from  woman,  but  to  accejit  them. 
Tuking  advantage  of  this  right  and  your 
Courtesy  I,  as  a  delegated  authority  from  the 
sex,  am  here  not  only  to  reaffirm  for  them 
the  principles  ol  liberty  and  equatity,  but  to 
sue  lor  ihe  hand  of  those  here  assembled  in 
national  convention,  and  the  hand,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, must  be  neither  larger  nor  smaller 
than  a  man's  liand,  In  the  good  old  days  of 
our  ancestors  it  was  deemed  r.n  unpardonable 
oS'cnse  if  the  leap  year  privlleg»-8  accorded  to 
women  were  not  unhesitatingly  aqcuiesced 
in,  and  he  who  would  not  joyfully  say  "yes" 
died  ere  yet  his  race  was  won,  unw'ept,  un- 
sung of  woman.  So,  then,  gentlemen,  if  as  a 
jtart  y  you  would  live  long,  I*  prosperous  and 
happy,  give  heed  to  the  warning  from  out 
the  g'ltes  of  paradise,  "It  is  not  good  for  man 
to  tie  alone,'  and  accept  for  your  companion 
in  the  political  household,  slie  who  blends  all 
the  discordant  elements  of  life  into  divine 
harmony,  swe  ?t  nature's  lietter  half." 

She  tlien  read  the  address  of  the  Woman')* 
Suffrage  As.sociation,  and  presented  a  reso- 
lution" pledging  the  Democratic  jiarty  to  se- 
cure the  right  of  suffrage  to  woman  on  eqiuil 
terms  with  the  men. 

The  comiioittee  on  platform  was  tfien  an- 
nounced. Iowa  was  represented  thereon  by 
11.  H.  Tremble,  Minnesota  by  Dani«'l  Buck 
and  Wi-sconsin  by  Alex.  Mitchell. 

A  recess  was  tlien  taken  until  5  o'clock,  at 
which  hour  the

was  effected,  there  Iteing  no  contesteil  seats. 

John  A.  McClernand,  of  Illinois,  was  chosen 
president  of  the  convention,  and  one  vice 
president  and  a  secretary  from  each  State. 

In  taking  the  chair  Gen.  McCUernand 
thanked  the  convention  for  the  distinguished 
honor  done  him.  "You  are  the  delegates  of 
the  Democracy  of  the  whole  Union  of  thirty- 
seven  States,  once  unnaturally  estranged,  l:ut 
now  forever  united  in  one  indivisible  repub- 
lic, brethren  of  one  political  family,  with  life 
same  heritage  of  liberty,  under  equal  laws 
and  heirs  of  one  destiny.  Shall  we  make 
that  destiny  the  most  glorious  in  the  history 
of  a  free  i>eoi.!e?  If  your  deliberations,  fel- 
low democrats,,  to-day,  shall  be  wise  ;  il  your 
p«Tceptioii  of  the  necessities  of  our  time,  our 
country,  our  jwlitics,  shall  be  jnst  and  sagac- 
ious ;  if  your  sympathy  shalllje  quick  with 
the  hearts  of  tlie  people,  then  lieyond  all  per- 
adventure  we  will  transmit  to  o'ur  children, 
our  children's  children,  unimpiiired,  this 
priceless  heritage.

politic,  and  lest  by  liiaklug  no  change  of  men  or  (lartV 
We  c;in  g>-t  no  chiin>;e  ofmeiisurcs  and  iic  rt-fofui.  All 
lhe.se  abuses,  wrongs  and  eriniei,  the  product  of  sixteeu 
years  of  rule  by  Uic  rejiubliciiii  ii;ir!y,  I'leaie  a  neeesdl- 
ty  (:•]■  reform,  coii^-ksed  by  the  lJcpublic:instliemselvis;

was  also  submitted  which  denounced  the  re- 
sumption act  and  demanded  its  repeal,  but 
made  no  promises  of  future  resumption. 

Gen,  Ewing  took  the  Uoor  and  spoke  lor 
five  minutes  in  siipixirt  of  the  amendment  as 
the  voice  of  the  intlution,  or  greenback  ele- 
ment. (Jen,  Kwing  was  freijuently  applauded 
ami  an  etfort  made  to  liave  his  tinip  extended, 
but,  obstinate  objection  lielng  made,  the 
chair,  amidst  great  excitement  put  the 
motion  to  the  convention  aiid  the  time  was 
extended. 

At  this  time  the  tumult  in  the  galleries  be- 
came so  great  that  the  jiresident  threatened 
to  have  them  cleared,  and  tien.  Kwing  again 
came  forward  and  yielded  the  Hoor. 

Mr.  Dorsheinier,"chairmanof  the  committee 
on  resolutions,  said  he  propo.sed  to  make  a 
straight  issue  between  hard  and  soil  money. 
"II  you  want  solt  money  «ive  your  votes  to 
the 'amendment,  Tint  if  you  want  to  leave  to 
hard  money  men  some  chance  to  carry  their 
States,  then  stand  by  the  rejwrt  ol  the  coni- 
mitttee,  which  was 'a  compromise  so  great 
that  a  protest  has  been  sent  here  signed  by 
every  one  of  the  eastern  Democratic  States 
and  to  which  I  have  jait   my  own  signature." 

Mr.  Vorliees  arose  to  reply  when  a  dozen 
members  endeavored  to  get  the  tliKir,  and  the 
confusion  became  general.  A  delegate  from 
Kansas  niovetl  that  the  galleries  be  clcare.i 
and  another  delegate  moved  to  table  the 
motion.  The  Kansas  gentlenian  denounced 
the  conduct  of  the  dislurl>ers  as  disgraceliil 
and  insisted  on  his  motion.  The  chair  de- 
cided the  motion  to  l>e  out  of  order  and  that 
Mr.  Vorhees  had  the  floor, 

Mr.  Vorhees  .said  he  served  notice  on  the 
gentlemen  that  he  intended  to  hold  the  floor. 
He  denied  tliat  the  issue  between  hard  and 
solt  money  was  raised  by  the  proposed 
amendment.  He  stood  forsjjecie  iiayment, 
but  lor  that  kind  of  sjKcie' payment  that 
comes  by  the  return  ot  wealth  and  prosperity 
to  all  sections,  and  he  concludeti  by  saying, 
"we  have  followed  the  lead  of  New  York  for 
twelve  long  years,  and  each  time  to  disa.ster, 
and  I,  for  one,  asnert  the  mighty  West,  with 
its  mighty  interests  and  its  great  resources." 

Another  scene  of  excitement  and  confusion 
ensued,  during  which  Mr.  Watterson  ob- 
tained the  floor  and  apjiealed  to  the  conven- 
tion to  stand  by  the  committee  it  had  chosen 
to  represent  it  in  the  preparation  ol  a  declara- 
tion of  principles. 

The  confusion  still  continued,  and  the  pres- 
ident called  on  the  sergeant-at-arms  to  pre- 
serve order,  saying  to  the  turbulent  element, 
"  Vou  cannot  drive  me  out  to  the  propriety  of 
my  position." 

After  repeated  attempts  to  delay  action  the 
previous  question  was  ordered,  and  the  con- 
luson  became  so  great  that  the  clerk  w.%s 
unable  to  proceed  with  the  roll-call  until  by 
loud  cries  for  clearhig  the  galleries  and  nu- 
merous other  demanu.s  the  nicmt)ers  and  the 
lobby  were  made  to  see  the  folly  of  longer  de- 
lay. 

The  call  by  States  was  frequently  interrupt- 
ed, but  the  secretary  finally  announced  the 
vote,  219  lor  the  soft  money  amendment  and 
55U  against  it.  The  motion  to  adopt  the  plat- 
form was  then  put  and  carried  by  051  to  o3. 

Mr,  Uoolittle  moved  to  reconsider  for  the 
purpose  of  adding  a  resolution  making  silver 
coin  a  legal  tender.  Tlie  motion  was  voted 
down. 

CANDIDATES  XAMED. 

The  convention  proceeded  to  nominate  can- 
didates for  President,  and  Mr.  Whitney,  of 
Delaware,  nominated  Senator  Bayard  in  elo- 
quent terms,  which  elicited  hearty  cheers. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  Indiana,  nominated  Thos. 
A.  Hendricks,  in  the  name  and  on  Ijehallofthe 
Democracy  of  Indiana,  as  a  man  known  to 
the  whole  nation.  The  nomination  was  sec- 
onded in  a  speech  of  much  power  and  elo- 
quence by  Mr.  Fuller,  ol  Tennessee. 

When  New  York  was  called  there  was  a 
tremendous  outburst  of  cheers,  and  Mr,  Dor- 
sheifner  aro,se  and  nominated  Samuel  J.  Til- 
den, "We  need,"  said  he,  "reforms  that 
shall  strike  taxation,  which  shall  lighten  our 
burdens,  wliich  shall  give  us  the  prosperity 
which  an  economical  and  honest  administra- 
tion will  give.  We  need  reforms  which  shall 
bring  back  purity  and  honesty  and  economy 
in  the  administration  of  your  public  affairs  ; 
and,  my  lellow-democrats,  I  appeal  to  your 
intelligence— the  great  issue  which  is  in  the 
minds  of  our  p«ople,  the  issue  on  which  this 
election  wiil  be  lost  or  won,  is  that  question 
of  needed  administrative  refomi,  and  in  se- 
lecting our  candidates,  without  any  disre- 
spect to  others,we  should  select  men  who  will 
commJind  the  confidence  of  our  people." 
And  he  declared  Gov.  Tilden  to  l#  such  a 
man- 
Mr,  Kelly,  of  New  York,  took  the  stand 
amid  cheers  and  his.ses,  and  attempted  to 
speak.  The  confusion  again  t-ecame  so  great 
that  the  seargeant-at-arms  was  ordered  to 
preserve  crder,  and  a  New  York  delegate 
stated  that  it  was  the  unanimous  wish  of  his 
d*'legation  that  Mr.  Kelly  be  heard.  More 
hisses  followed,  until  the  demand  for  a  hear- 
ing liecame  so  unanimous  that  the  opiposition 
subsided,  and  Mr.  Kelly  proceeded  iu  strong 
and  bitter  language  to  oppose  the  nomination 
of  Mr,  Tildeu.  He  was  hissed  and  jeered  at 
throughout,  and  the  sesne  was  one  of  the 
wildest  confusion, 

Mr.  Doolittle  counseled  prdence,  and 
said  the  party  could  not  carry  New  York  in 
November  unless  it  carried  Indiana  in  Octo- 
ber, and  he  urged  the  nomination  of  Uen- 
dricka.

Missouri,  amid  the  greatest  sensation, 
changed  to  28  for  Tilden,  which  secured  hi.s 
nomination.  After  other  changes  the  vote 
stood  as  lollows :

FIRST   BALLOT,

the  following  result :

A  AVonielscorf  corresiiondent  writes: 
On  Saturday  evening,  Miss  Kate  Lein- 
inger,  daughter  of  (leorge  Leininger, 
a  beautiful  young  lady  is  years  of  age, 
accompanied  by  a  lady  friend,  Mi.ss 
Ada  Hoffman,  only  daughter  of  Frank- 
lin Ilolinian,  and  a  young  son  of  Mf. 
llollman,  all  from  Nevvnianstown,  Leb- 
anon county,  started  away  from  home 
in  a  buggy  iu  the  liest  of  health  and 
spirits  to  visit  the  ladies'  fair  now  in 
progress  in  Schaefferstown,  Lebanon 
county.  The  three  arrived  safely  at 
the  fair  and  spent  the  evening  very 
joyfully,  especially  the  ladies.  At 
nearly  12  o'clock  they  started  home, 
the  night  being  very  dark  and  stormy, 
making  driving  rather  dillicult.  When 
the  party  had  come  within  about  a 
mile  east  of  Schaeffer.stown,  a  light 
appearctl  before  the  horse,  which 
scared  the  ladies  badly  as  well  as  the 
young  boy.  The  place  has  been  for 
many  years  known  as  "the  spook 
place,"  110  doubt  the  light  being  what 
is  known  as  Will-o'-the-wisp  or  Jack 
of  the  Lantern.  The  horse  took  fright 
and  commenced  to  run  at  a  rapid  rate, 
and  the  young  lioy,  who  is  about  14 
years  of  age,  insists  uiKin  and  says 
that  he  was  sure  that  something  had 
jumped  on  the  horse's  back,  which 
still  increased  the  speed  of  the  animal 
and  the  fright  of  the  ladies.  When 
they  reached  a  bridge  spamiing  tlic 
Mill  creek,  about  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  west  of  Newmanstown,  the  horse 
ran  upon  a  slone  heap  and  fell,  break- 
ing the  shafts,  which  then  made  the 
horse  kick,  when  the  young  boy  jump- 
ed out  of  the  buggy,  taking  the  lines 
along.  Miss  II oil  man,  being  a  stout, 
robust,  and  beautiful  young  lady,  told 
her  companion.  Miss  Leininger,  to 
jump  out  also,  when  Miss  Leininger 
tried  to  persuade  her  not  to  jump,  at 
the  .same  time  taking  hold  of  her 
clothing.  Miss  Iloflman,  however, 
jumped  and  was  caught  in  the  wheels, 
and  was  whirled  around  the  wheels 
.several  times,  when  she  was  extrica- 
ted from  her  perilous  position. 

Miss  Leihinger,  who  Avas  still  sitting 
in  the  buggy,  thenal  so  jumped  out  and 
was  caught  with  one  foot  in  the  half- 
moon  at  the  shafts  and  with  the  other 
leg  at  the  axle,  when  she  was  so  firmly 
wedged  into  the  left  front  wheel  Mas 
entirely  locked,    and    in    that  fearful 
position  she  was  dragged  over  half  a 
mile  with  her  head  down,  going  over 
the  rough  and  stony   road,  making  a 
drag  into  the  street  the  same  as  if  a 
heavy    log    had    been    dragged.    The 
wheel  had  the  appearance  as  though 
it  had  been  washed  in  blood.  Franklin 
Hoffman,  father  of  Ada  Hoffman,  was 
sitting  up  and  waiting  for  his  children 
to  come  home.    At  half-piLst  1  o'clock 
he  heard  a  horse  and  buggy  pass  his 
house,  and  when  he  went  on  to  look  he 
saw  the  horse  going  past  only  on  a 
walk.    Not  knowing  that  it  was  his 
horse,  the  night  being  very  dark,   he 
went  into  his  hou.se  again.    In  a  few 
minutes  his  children  came  running, 
and  informed  him  of  the    sad  news, 
w  hen  Mr.  Hoffman  ran  after  the  horse 
and  stopjied  him.  Mrs.  Clara  Xoll,  still 
being  up  and  waiting  for  her  husband, 
who  had  also  been  to   Schaefferstown, 
heard  the  horse  and  ran  out,  when  she 
■  iw    that    Miss    Leininger     wjis    still 
wedged  into    the    wheel.    She  pulled 
her  out,-wliich   was  all    she  could  do. 
Mr.  Hoffman  holding  the  horse,  which 
seemed    greatly  excited.    Very    soon 
a  large  crowd  appeared  on  the  siwt,  and 
Dr.  Seth  Smith   was  summoned,   who 
called  to    his   assistance  Dr.  Kauden- 
bush,  of  Adamstown,  Lan-^astor  coun- 
ty, who  had  been  on  a  visit  to  friends 
in  Newmanstown.    After  a  careful  ex- 
amination   of    Miss    Leininger,     they 
found  that  life  had  been  exinct  before 
the  horse  had  been  caught.    She  had 
been  hurt  and  mangled  terribly,   her 
whole  face  and  even,  her    whole  body 
was  one  mass  of  blood    and  bruises. 
Miss  Hoffman  is  lying  in  bed  and  is 
delirious  all  the  time,  getting  violent 
spasms,   calling  and   begging  for  her 
dear,  dear  friend.    She    is  considered 
dangerously  hurt,  and  may  not  survive 
her  injuries. 

The  young  boy  escaped  with  a  few 
slight  bruises. 

Miss  Leininger  was  an  accomiilished 
young  lady,  and  was  very  highly 
spoken  of  in  her  neighborhood.  Her 
loss  is  felt  deeply  among  her  many 
friends.  She  will  be  buried  to-morrow 
(Tuesday)  morning  at  Newmanstown 
church 

The  jiarents  of  both  families  have 
the  sympathies  of  the  entire  neighbor- 
hood. 

Mrs.  Leininger  can  harly  survive  the 
terrible  shock,  as  she  is  a  very  weak 
woman.  She  has  been  lying  in  hy- 
sterics all  the  time  since  her  daughter 
has  been  brought  home.

Practical  Sugsestions. 
An  exchange,  remarking  on  the  chaf- 
ing of  the  breasts  of  horses,  says  :  The 
common  practice  of  using  pads  of  sheep- 
skin under  the  collar  is  objectionable, 
especiallv  in  warm  weather,  because 
it  accumulates  heat  and  makes  the 
breast  tender.  A  better  way  is  to  take 
a  piece  of  thick  and  smooth  leather, 
cut  it  out  just  the  size  or  a  little  wider 
than  the  collar,  and  let  it  lie  flat  on 
the  shoulders  and  breast  of  the  horse. 
This  will  lie  still  and  smooth  on  the 
horse's  neck,  while  the  collar  itself 
moves  about,  and  so  will  prevent  chaf- 
ing. In  addition  to  this  let  the  breiists 
of  working  horses  be  washed  oft"  every 

night  in  clean  water.

King 
Frederick  William  the  Third,  held 
over  the  Silesian  troops  on  the  famous 
battle  tleld  of  the  Kat/.bach,  in  Septem- 
ber. 1S2"».  The  father  of  the  Countess 
Anna,  fount  Frederick  Dohna,  owntd 
at  that  liui:'  a  si>lendid  country-seat 
near  bieguit/.  and  he  entertained  the 
iviui,^  anil  ids  s«:'cond  son.  Prince  Wil- 
liam, in  truly  princely  style.  Slie  was 
but  sixteen  years  old  al  the  time.  The 
Prince  sat  by  her  side  at  the  dinner 
table.  a!id  she  noticed  that  he  fell  al- 
most at  sight  in  love  with  her.  Dur- 
ing the  afternoon  he  had  a  clanilestine 
inierview  w  ith  her,  declared  his  love 
to  her.  and   asked    her  to  become  his- 

wife. 

Dazzled  by  the  offer,  she  was  unable 
to  give  him" a   reply  then  and    there.

You  know  mv  father  is  a  stern  man, 
and  he  does  iiot  allow  us  the  slightest 
latitude.  Now  you  be  iiuiet  and  hap- 
py as  is  vour  Wiii.iam. 

'June  17.  1825.— Anna:  The  endless 
love  I  feel  for  von  will  carry  me 
through  all  the  trouble,  of  which  you 
know  nothing.  You  told  mo  the  other 
night  that,  as  :ui  honorable  man,  I 
should  tell  my  connection  with  you. 
But  do  vou  know  him  ?  He  is  a  tyrant 
to  me,  sind  so  he  is  to  Fritz  (the  eldest 
sou  of  King  Frederick  William  the 
Third  and  his  succe.ssor).  Fritz  did 
not  want  that  ugly  Bavarian  Princess 
whom  he  was  forced  to  marry.  As  for 
me.  I  only  want  you,  sweetest  of  all 
beings;  and,  if  I  have  not  told  my 
father  yet,  time  will  be  which  I  need 
not  tell  him.

Now,  it  happened  at 
that  time  that  King  Frederick  William 
the  Third,  in  order  to  please  the   Em- 
peror of  Russia,  had  promised  that  his 
second  son.  William,  should  many  the 
•rincess     Augusta.    «>f  Saxe-Weimar, 
»vho  w.'is  closely  related  to  the  Russian 
Court.     He   flew  into  a  terrible  rage 
when  William  told  him   he  could  not 
become  the  husband  of  that   I'rincess, 
as  he  was  already  married  to  the  young 
Countess  Dohana.     In   his  wrath  the 
King  ordered  his  .son  to  be  placed  in 
strict    confinement,    and    he   decreed 
that  the  marriage   with  the  Countess 
sliould  be  annulled.    He  sent  two  offi- 
•ers  to  her,  and  told  her,  to  her  con- 
ternati»n,  Avliat  the   King's  pleasure 
was.    Thev  also  showed  her  a  paper, 
purporting  to  be  an  explicit  renuncia- 
tion of  all  her  claims  to  the  hand  of 
Prince  William,  which  they   wanted 
her  to  sign.    She  refused  emphatically 
to  do  so.    Then  they  compelld   her  to 
sign  it^or.  at  least,  one  of  them  held 
her,  while  the  other  guided  her  hand. 
No  sooner  had  this  signature  been  ob- 
tained in  so  infamous  a  manner,  than 
she   was  put   into  a  closed  carnage.

In  what  a  touching  tangle  do  facts 
and  opinions  and  judgments  lie  in  the 
mind  of  the  compiler  of  these  short 
and  simple  annals  of  the  )>oor  !  Tak- 
ing care  of  six  children  is  nothing  use- 
ful, but  cutting  out  a  grave-stone  for 
a  man  who  never  had  caliber  enough 
to  do  it  for  himself  is  usefulness.  If 
we  are  to  look  upon  this  as  veracious 
history,  and  not  as  a  mere  fable  com- 
posed "to  teach  that  with  sutficient  spur 
women  can  do  whatever  men  can  do, 
we  immediately  revert  in  imagination 
to  the  necessarily  narrow  home  of  a 
man  who  is  not  worth  his  own  grave- 
stone. 

There  are  six  children,  the  eldest 
undoubtedly  about  nine  years  old,  and 
thev  have  all  to  be  nursed  and  fed  and 
dressed  and  hou.sed  ;  the  table  is  to  be 
set,  the  meals  are  to  be  prepared,  the 
dishes  are  to  be  v/ashed  three  times  a 
dav  ;  the  rooms  are  to  be  swept  aiul 
washed,  the  clothes  to  be  washed  and 
ironed  and  mended,  as  well  as  made, 
and  .some  of  the  children  are  to  be  got 
to  school.  From  morning  till  night 
that  woman  can  never  have  known 
(me  hour's  cessation  of  work  and  watch. 
For.  be  it  oliserved,  her  subsequent 
attempts  and  success  show  that  she 
was  a  resolute,  energetic  and  able  wo-

Wives  themselves  are  too  apt  to  rate 
their  own  services  low,  because  they 
earn  no  money.  Husliands  even,  if 
they  are  very  lt)w  down  in  the  scale  of 
being,  look  upon  the  money  furnLshed 
their  wives  as  a  sort  of  gratuity  be- 
stowed. ^Vhereas  among  the  very 
best  work  done  in  the  world,  the  most 
useful  the  most  es.sential,  the  most  el- 
evated, is  that  work  that  earns  no 
monev,  that  has  no  relation  to  money 
except  to  make  a  centinual  drain  upon 
it.  All  right-minded  men  know  this, 
or  learn  it  as  soon  as  they  are  taught 
it  by  high-minded  wives,  and  delight 
in  it,  bv  virtue  of  their  own  nobility. 
A  very"  large  part  of  the  work  that 
earns  money  consists  in  changing  raw 
and  useless  "material  into  beauty,  con- 
vienience,  and  comfort.  He  who  con- 
verts rags  into  paper,  flax  into  linen, 
loam  into  corn,  metal  into  cooking- 
stoves,  earns  money,  serves  his  race, 
and  deserves  well  of  the  republic.

Tn  a   notice  of  the   address  of  General 
D.  H.  Hill,  before  the  Mecklenburg  (N.  C.) 
Historical  .?oeiety,  the  Baltimore  Sun    at- 
tributes   to    him    the    following    curiou.'? 
statement  about  the  iiumber   of  southern 
soldiers  in  tho  union  army  during  the  war 
of  the  rebellion  :     "Even  in  the    late  civil 
war  the  President  of  the    United    States 
was  a  southern  born    man,    and   the   first 
commandcr-in  chief,    whose    plan   for  tho 
Bubseciucnt  conduct  of  the  war  was   prob- 
ably that  which  was  finally    successfully 
acted  on,  was  a  Virginian.     Next  to  Grant 
And  Sherman,  whose  leading  military  cor.- 
ceptions  were,  perhaps,  derived  from  Gen. 
Scott,  tho  most  successful   union   generals 
were  sou'.hern  men.  viz:     Thomas,  Canby, 
Blair,  Sykes,  Ord,    Getty,    Anderson,    Al- 
fcxander.    Nelson,    etc.     General    Hill   de- 
clars  that  it  was  the   .stubborn   resistance 
of  Thomas  at  Chickamau::a  and  the  refus- 
al of  Andrew  Jackson  to  give   up    Nash- 
ville, as  Buoll  directed,  dug  the   grave   of 
tho'confedtracy.

ocd-curdling  Accounts  of  the  Gallant  Gsu- 
eral's  Last  Fight. 

A  correspondent  with  General 
Terry  s  command  on  the  Big  Horn  says: 

'-At  noon  on  the  2Sd  day  of  June, 
General  Custer,  at  the  head  of  his  fine 
regim.entof  twelve  veteran  com.panies, 
left  camp  at  the  mouth  of  the  Rosebud, 
to  follow  the  trail  of  a  very  large  band 
of  hostile  Sioux,  leading  up  tlie  river, 
and  westward  in  the  direction  of  the 
Big  Horn.  The  signs  indicated  that 
the  Indians  wer«  making  for  the  east- 
ern branch  of  the  last  named  river, 
marked  ou  the  map  as  the  Little  Big 

Horn.  ,  ^ 

"At  the  same  time  General  Terry, 
with  Gibbon's  command  of '  five  com- 
panies of  infantry,  four  of  cavalry, 
.and  the  G.itling  battery,  started  to  as- 
cend the  Big  Horn,  aiming  to  assail 
the  enemy  in  the  rear.  The  march  of 
the  two  columns  was  so  pUcmed  as  to 
bring  Gibbon's  command  within  co- 
operating distiinco  of  the  anticipated 
scene  of  action  by  the  evening  of  the 
£6th.  In  this  way  only  could  the  in- 
fantry be  made  available,  as  it  woulu 
not  do  to  encumber  Custer's  march 
witli  foot  troops." 

Gibbon's  command,  on  the  first  day 
marched  thirty -five  miles  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Little  Big  Horn,  in  the  hopes 
of  opening  communication  with  Custer. 
Twenty-nine    miles    were    made    on 
the  second  day.  and  en  the  third  evi- 
dences  of   thfa    unprecedented    fight 
v,-er6    early    met   with.       The     col- 
umn   soon    arrived    on  the    site  of 
an  im.mer.b6  Indian  village,  extending 
three  miles  along   the    stream,    and 
where  v;ere  still  standing  two  funeral 
lodges,  with  ho  ses  slaughtered  around 
them,  and  containing   the   bodies   of 
nine  chiefs.    T'le  ground  was  strewn 
everywhere  with  carcasses  of  horses 
and  cavcdry  eouipments,  besides  buffa- 
lo robei,  v<ackage3  ot  dried  meat,  and 
weapons  and  utensils  belonging  to  the 
Indians.    On  this  r>art  of  the  field  was 
found  the  clothing  of  Lieutenants  Stur- 
gis  and  Porter,  pierced  with  bullets, 
and  a  blood-stained  gauntlet  belonging 
to  Col.  Fales.    Further  on  wus  found 
the  bodies  of  men,  among"  whom  were 
recognized  Lieut.  Mcintosh,  the  inter- 
preter from.  Fort  Rice,  and  Reynolds, 
the  guide. 

"Just  th8n]a  bi  eatliless  scout  arrived , 
^  ith  the  intelligence  that  Colonel  Re- 
no, with  ?.  lemnaut   of    the   Seventh 
civahy.  wao   entrenched   on   a    bluff 
near  bv,  waiting  for  reUef .    The  com- 
mand "pushed  rapidly    on,    and    soon 
c.ime  in  sight  of  a  group  surroimding  a 
!  cavalrv  guidon,  upon  a  lofty  eminence 
!  on  the'right  bank'of  the  river.     Oen- 
I  eial  Terrv  forded  the  stream,  accom- 
panied bv  a  small  part!',  and  rode  to 
the  snot."  All  the  way  the  slopes  were 
dotted  with  the  bodies   of    men   and 
horses. 

Ihe  General  approached,  the  men 
swarmed  out  of  the  works  and  greeted 
him  with  hearty  and  repeated  cheers. 
Within  v.-6r6  found  Reno  with  the  re- 
mains of  seven  companies  of  the  regi- 
ment. 

His  command  had  been  fighting  from 
Sundav  noon  of  the  25th  until  the 
night  of  the  2<ith,  when  General  Terry 
arrived,  vhich  caused  the  Indians  to 
retire .  U p  to  this  time  Reno  a nd  those 
with  him  were  in  complete  ignorance 
of  «-h6  fate  of  the  other  five  companies, 
vv-hich  had  been  separated  from  them 
eailv  on  the  25th.  to  make  an  attack 
under  Custer  on  the  village  at  another 
point .  While  preparations  were  being 
made  for  the  removal  of  the  wounded, 
n.  partv  was  sent  on  Custer's  trail  to 
look  for  traces  of  his  command.  They 
found  awaiting  them  a  sight  fit  to  ap- 
pall the  stoutest  heart . 

'-At  a  point  about  three  miles  down 
the  right  bank  of  the  stream.  Custei 
had  evidentlv  attempted  to  ford  and 
attack  the  village  from  tho  ford.  The 
trail  was  found  to  lead  back  up  the 
bluff  and  to  the  northward,  as  If  the 
troons  had  been  repulsed  and  com.- 
pelled  to  retreat,  and  at  the  same  time 
had  been  cut  off  from  regaining  the 
f(^rces  under  Reno.  The  bluffs  along 
the  right  bank  come  sharply  down  to 
the  water,  and  are  intersF«-sed  by  nu- 
merous ravines- 

"All  along  the  slopes  and  ridges,  and 
in  the  ravines,  lay  the  dead,  arranged 
in  order  cf  battle,  lying  as  they  had 
fought,  line  behind  line,  showing 
where  the  defensive  positions  had 
been  successfully  taken  up,  and  held 
till  none  were  left  to  fight.  There, 
huddled  in  a  narrow  compass,  horses 
and  men  were  piled  promiscuously. 

"At  the  highest  point  of  the  ridge 
lay  Custer,  surrounded  by  a  chosen 
band.  Here  were  his  two  brothers 
and  his  net^hew,  Mr.  Reed,  Colonels 
Yates  and  Cooke,  and  Captain  Smith, 
all  lying  in  a  circle  of  a  few  yards, 
th.feir  horses  beside  them.  Here,  be- 
hind Yates'  comp.any,  the  last  stand 
h.ad  been  m.ade,  and  here  cne  after  an- 
other these  last  survivors  of  Custer's 
five  companies  had  met  their  death. 
The  companies  had  successively  thrown 
themselves  across  the  path  of  the  ad- 
vancing enemy,  and  had  been  annihila- 

ed." 

Xo';  a  man  had  escaped  to  tell  the 
tftle, 'r:. It  it  W3S  inscribed  on  the  sur- 
ti-.cB  ci  these  barren  hills  in  a  language 
more  eloauent  than  words. 

It  seem's  that  Custer,  with  eight  com- 
panies, reached  the  river  on  the  fore- 
noon of  the  25th,  having  marched  con- 
tinuallv  all  the  previousday  andnlght. 
Seeingthe  upper  or  southern  extrem- 
ity of  the  village,  and  pjobably  under- 
esLimating  Its  e.xtent,  he  ordered  Reno 
to  ford  the  river  and  charge  the  vil- 
lage with  three  companies,  while  he, 
with  five  companies,  would  go  down 
tho  righc  bank  behind  the  bluffs  to 
make  a  similar  attack  at  the  other  end. 
Reno  made  his  charge,  but  finding  that 
he  was  dealing  with  a    force  many 
times  his  own  in  numbers,  dismounted 
his  men  and  sought  selter  in  the  tira- 
bei,    Avhich  fringed  the  river  bank. 
This  Dosition,  however,  appearing  to 
him  untenable,  he  remounted  and  cut 
his  way  to  the  river,  forded  under  a 
murderous  fire,  and  gained  the  bluff 
where    he    was-  .;ubse(iuentl\    foimd. 
Here  h-t  wa^  after  ward  joined  bv  Col. 
B'-'Utecn  with  three  companies  which 
had  ju?t  veac  .ed  the  field,  and  by  Cap- 
ttin  McDongall,  with  hii^  company  and 
the  pack  mules.    The  position  was  im- 
m'^d'atelv  after  completely  invented  by 
the  Indians, who  for  more  than  twenty- 
four  hours  allowed  the  garrison    no 
ie«:t.  Mid  inflicting   .evere  loss.     But 
for  the  timelv  arnviU  of  relief  the 
corn  luiind  would  have  been  cut  off  to  a 

man. 

"inclosing  mv  hasty  narrative  01 
this  aflair.  in  certain  respects  the  most 
hideouslv  i-emarkable  in  modern  his- 
torv,  I  purposely  refrain  from  com- 
ment. The  naked  facts,  so  far  as  they 
are  kn«\vn,  must  gtiide  your  readers 
to  a  conclusion  as  to  the  cause   of  the 


calamity.  Information  derived  from 
many  sources,  Including,  of  course, 
the  observations  of  officers  engaged  in 
the  battle,  leads  to  the  conclusion  that 
2.500  or  3,000  Indians  composed  the 
fighting  force  arrayed  against  Custer 
and  his  six  hundred.    Still  these  were

The  force  under  Gen.  Terry's 
Immediate  command  was  designed  not 
only   to   cut   off   the   retreat   of  the 
Indians  but  to  afford  support  to  Custer 
if  needed.    Its  march  was  made  In  ac- 
curate accordance  with  the  plan   com- 
municated to  each  of  the  subordinate 
leaders  before   the   movement   com- 
menced.   It  reached  the  point  where 
the  battle  was  excected  at  the  time 
proposed,  and  had  not  the  action  been 
precipitated,  for   reasons   which  are 
yet  unknown,  a  force  would  have  been 
presenfon  the  field   sufadent   tc   re- 
trieve any  repulse  of  the  attacking  col- 
umn.   General   Gibbon's  Cixvalry  fol- 
lowed the  Indians  for  about  ten  miles, 
and  ascertained  that  they  had  moved 
to  the  south  and  west  by  several  trails. 
A   good  deal  of   property    had   been 
thrown  away  by  them  to  lighten  their 
march,  and  was  found  scattered  for 
many  miles  over  the  prairie.    Many  of 
their  dead  wasalso  discovered   secret- 
ed in  ravines  a  long  distance  from  the 
battle-field.    Among  them  were  Ara- 
pahoes  and  Cheyenne,  as  well  as  Sioux.

The  siiltan  of  Constantinople  does 
not  hftwever  become  the  full  ruler  of 
his  people  till  the   softas  fMohamme- 
danism.'s  fiersest  votaries)  have  carried 
him.  to  the   old   church,    once   called 
Sancia  Sophia,  and  invested  him  with 
the  scimitar  of  his  raoie  martial   t:han 
sacerdotal   predecessors.

Pastura  Shaa--=.  1  c-r  3Iilch  Cows 
The  question  of  shade  in  pastures  is 
being  discussed  and  v.-e  regret  to  see  it 
u'-ged  that  shade  is  of  no  benefit  to 
dairv  stock  but  is,  on  the  contrary,  a 
disadvantage  in  this— that  it  fosters  a 
kind  of  la2y  inactivity  and  thus,  by 
preventing  a  full  consumption  of  feed, 
lessens  the  yield  of  milk. 

The  advocates  cf  "no  shade  m  pas- 
ture," argue  that  the  cow  is  simply  a 
m.achlne  for  the  manufacture  of  milk 
—that  to  make  a  large  yield  requires  a 
large  amount  of  food  above  that  need- 
ed ^f  or  the  support  cf  the  animal, 
and  that  when  pastures  are  well  sup- 
plied with  trees  or  other  shade,  ccvrs 
in  hot  v/eather  seek  shelter  and  rest 
and  will  not  feed  for  a  full  yield  of 
milk.  Take  away  this  inducem-ent  fcr 
comfort,  they  say,  and  cows  will  rest 
no  longer  in  "the  hot  sun  than  is  neces- 
sary, because  they  v.ill  be  compelled 
in  their  discomfort  to  move  about — 
and  thus  grazing  is  promoted.  We 
know  dairj'men  of  large  practical  ex- 
perience who  hold  to  this  view  of  the 
question,  and  who  have  taken  pains  to 
remove  every  shade  Lreo  from  their 
pastures.  But  is  it  a  fact  that  cows 
will  give  mors  milk  under   such    cir- 


seeds.  held  together  with  a  small 
quantity  of  almost  niiceltss  pulp. 
'■  We  have,  however,  no  one  sneeies  ot 
v/ild  fruit  v.'hieh  shov.'s  the  effect  of 
culture  more  quickly  th?.n  the-  black 
raspberry,  especially  in  the  increased 
quantity  of  the  pulp  suiroundlng  the 
seed.  Moiatui'G  at*  tha  roots  during 
the  time  the  fruit  is  growing  and 
ripening  is  quite  imporiant,  hence  tha 
be'nefits  to  bo  deriv'ed  from  a  desp, 
rich  toil,  free  from  weeds.

It  i?  true  cows  will  not 
yield  so  much  milk  when  they  have 
the  run  of  lar^e  tracts  cf  timber,  be- 
cause in  v,-eodhands  the-  ccws  crop  the 
leaves  cf  tr.  es  and  fe&d  upon  various 
plants  that  have  a  tendency  tc  lessen 
the  yield  of  milk.    It  is  quite  different 
with  shade  trees  scatte'red  here  and 
there  over  grass  lands— they  have  ac- 
quired size  and  the  branches  are  above 
the  reach  of  cattle.  We  do  not  believe 
that  cows  deprived  of  shade  will  yield 
more  milk  than  those  which  have  it 
under  such  eircumstnnces.  All  our  ex- 
perience in  the  oaie  and  management 
of    P-iilch   cowb   teaches   us  tiiat  the 
more  comfort  yon  can  give  the  animal 
the  moie  milk  she  will   yield,  other 
tiling.^  being  eaual ,  and  when  cows 
seek  shade  during  hut  weather  they  do 
It  to  escape  the  burning  lays  of  the 
sun,  and  because  it  affords  them  relief 
and  comfort  in  the  same   y^iy  that  it 
does  man  when  similiarly  exposed.  It 
is  a  cruel  praetiee  to  compel  cattle  to 
bear  the  intense  lays  of  the  sun  during 
oui  hot  summeis. 

I  hev  need  protection  at  such  seasons 
and  if  man  finds  shade  at  times,  not 
oulv  grateful  and  necessaiy.  theie  is 
no  reason  whv  the  same  rule    may  not 
apply  m  some'  degree  to    oui  domestic 
animals.    We  have  reason    to  believe 
that  milk  is  not  unf  requently  seriously 
Impaired  when  cows  have  been  e.cpos- 
fcd  for  manv  hours  to  intense?  heat  un- 
der the  direct  rayj  of  the  bun.    It  has 
a  tendency  to  make  the  animals  ft   -r- 
ish  and  hence  where  pastures  ai-e  strip- 
ped of  shade  trees  it  i;.  well  to  erect 
temporary  shades,    And  these  tempor- 
aiy  shades  can  be  made  useful  for  en- 
richingknoUfi  and  the  poorest  parts  of 
the  field  that  need  manures  ,  for  these 
shades  will   draw  the  cattle  to  such 
points  for  lebt.   and  there  will  bean 
accumulation  of  diopcing?  which  will 
be  of  great  utility  m  renovating  these 
spots.    Then  b"  changing  the  shades 
from  place  to   place   as   occasion  re- 
quires'these  poor  spots  will   be  per- 
manently benefited  ail  over  the  field. 

Thcse'who  study  to  get  the  largest 
lesuits  from  milch  cows  are  careful  to 
keep  the  animals  as  nuiet  and  com.fcit- 
able  as  possible.  All'  excessive  travel 
or  labc'r  in  obtaining  fcod,  all  pain, 
fear  an  anxiety  are  disturbing  causes 
that  check  the  secretion  cf  milk  to 
much  larger  extent  than  most  people 
imagine

Even  the  iount.iin  in  the  mar- 
Vet^rlace  gurgled  sleepily  away  into 
the  moonlit  sum.mer  night.

And  such  was  really  the  case.  The 
little  Duke  was  dead.

as  she  appeared  to  me  that  night  "" 


My  wounds  were  discharging  mat- 
ter and  blood  all  the  time  we  were 
subject  to  the  scorching  heat  reflected 
from,  the  Georgia  sand,  with  the  sun 
pouring  down  upon  it.  Heavy  tim- 
bered country  surrounded  the  stock- 
ade, and  not  &  breath  of  wind  penetra- 
ted the  pen.  .  Maggots  were  in  nsy 
wounds,* also  at  this  time. 

Death  was  our  most  frequent  visitor. 
We  becam.6  so  accustomed  to  it,  that 
it  lost  all  its  solemnities.  Yet  in  our 
wretched  condition  some  of  us  enjoyed 
a  blessing  ^vhich  the  rebels  could  not 
dei^^rlve  us  of  ,  communion  with  the 
"leather  ct  us  all .  We  often  heard  from 
Captain  Wirt2'  lips.  "The  damned 
Yankees  pray  too  niuch  !" 

In  September  we  were  visited  by  a 
terriblt*^  drenching  rain  which  will  be 
long  remembered  by  the  3500  inmates 
of  the  nen.  Cruel  as  it  3eem.5d,  pelt- 
ing on  "stifiened  limbs,  and  festering 
wounds,  it  was  a  kind  providence, 
which  washed  many  cf  our  terrors 
away  into  the  swamp,  and  swelled  the 
dirty  little  creek  to  the  size  of  a  river, 
and  undermined  the  stockade.  The 
gaps  made  by  it,  however,  v/ere  soon 
filled  with  rebs  with  baynots  to  keep 
the  skeletons  in. 

The  sultry,  sickly  season  of  Septem- 
ber camo  on,  and  death  rioted  among 
us.  Piles  of  dead  Union  soldiers  were 
stacked  up  every  day  by  the  gate  like 
cord- wood.  The  deaths  were  estimat- 
ed at  about  "200  a  day,  for  a  few  days. 
Finally  another  shower  of  heavenly 
rain  descended,  the  air  wac  purified, 
and  we  even  heard  the  birds  singing, 
which  v/asa  very  unusual  thing. 

A  storing  broke  out  at  this  time  in 
the  sand  bank  a  little  south-e.ast  of  the 
north  gate,  and  sura  enough  v/hat  m-et 
mv  gaze  there,  vvere  crawling  and 
w.alking  skeletons  each  striving  to 
creen  nearest  the  pure  fountain  God 
had  given  us.  Capt.  Wirtz  would  not 
believe  it  until  he  cam.e  and  saw  it 
him.self.  He  hurried  away  from,  it 
swearing  at  every  step,  "those  Yanks 
pray  too  much,"  and  turned  around  at 
the'gate  to  curse  us  long  and  loudly. 
This  spring  improved  the  health  of 
the  prisoners  to  an  unspeakable  de- 
gree. Gen.  Hill  speaks  of  shade  trees. 
We  could  only  see  where  they  once 
had  been.  We  were,  after  Oct. 
6th,  moved  from  one  place  to  another 
several  times.  I  made  my  escape  once, 
but  v\-as  recaptured  in  Florida  by  blood- 
hounds. Oil  the  march  our  boys  v/ere 
frequently  shot  without  giving  any 
caucC  whatever,  and  they  were  starved 
till  it  was  iPJpossible  for  them  to  walk, 
and  then  shot  to.i  halting,  and  another 
fedeial  prisoner  would  lie  bleeding 
.along  thesouthern  roadside. 

Two  days  after  Christmas  we  -^'eie 
returned  to  Anderson vl lie,  where  not 
an  atom  of  shelter  was  provided  for 
us,  and  the  cold  winds  and  rains  beat 
upon  our  naked  forms  until  on  or  about 
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piercing  cry  and  rose  staggering. 

At  this  cry,  a  grccm.  v.itli  ecnvul- 
sively-ccfned  eyes,  moved  cut  of  his 
room',  and  saw  the  white  trail  of  a  f  s^ 
riale  figure  disappearing  at  the  end  of 
the  corridor . 

The  Chainbarlarn,  nervous  andtre.m- 
tling  all  ever,  caught  hold  of  the 
groom,  who  was  about  turning  round 
tc  retire  s.ifely  to  his  room.

In  .answer  to  the  call  seme  time  ago 
for  written  testimonials  by  t'nion 
soldiers  cf  wdi.at  they  saw  and  suffer- 
ed In  rebel  prisons,  a  soldier  has  given 
us  a  long  and  painful  statement  of  his 
f.vrerlence.  Some  of  it  is  too  shock- 
in*-  tc  print,  but  the  whole  accords 
v\  11  with  other  statements  which  have 
bfccn  made. 

"While  I  do  not  intend  tc  describe 
one  half  cf  what  sufferings  I  have  seen 
and    experienced,    I   will   state  some 
thin.c:?  that  I  have  seen  in  that  south- 
ern ^paradise."    I   was   cue   of  the 
veterans  under  Gi::i.  Sherman,  and  v/as 
woimded    and    taken  prisoner    while 
out  on  a  heavy  skirmish   line   near 
Eennesaw  mountain,  and  was  carried 
off  the  field  by  some  m.en  of  the  20th 
Mississippi.     At   Atlanta  ray  bloody 
clothes  were  taken  oft,    rolled  up  In  a 
bundle  and  raarked,  and  placed  in  a 
separate  shanty  kept  for  such  purposes. 
About  this  time  the  confederates* were 
getting  disgusted  with  Gen.  Johnson's 
continually    falling   back,   and  Gsn. 
Hood  tcok  command- 
He  ordered  everv  Yankee  immedi- 
ately  tc  Andersonville   many  of  the 
men  were  not  fit  to  be  handled  at  all, 
with  their    wounds     Several    deaths 
occurred  as  the  men  were  fetched  from 
the  hospital  up  to  the  ears,  my  clothes 
were  returned  to  m.e,  stiff  and  hard 
with  blood  and  fiUl  of  m.aggot£,  and  in 
this  way  I  was  started.    Several  new 
deaths  occurred  on  the  train.    As  we 
arrived  at  Andersonville  we  could  look 
at  the  prison  some  distance  down  in  a 
ravine  or  valley. 

A  dense  fog  or  steam  r^^se  up  heaven- 
ward from  it,  and  the  air  was  perfum- 
ed with  a  terrible  srckening  stench. 
We  went  to  Crpt.  Wnt^'s  hcidquaiters 
which  were  a  little  southwest  of  the 
crowded  prison,  and  lather  higher,  so 
that  we  could  sec  into  the  interior, 
aurt  it  resembled  :n!  aut-hill  m  the 
latest  of  summer.  We  Averesocn  ready 
to  be  admitted  into  that  place  of 
horror, 

A  spectacle  met  cur  eyes  which  is 
impossible  to  describe.  Before  us 
Aveie  form.3,  once  erect  and  stalwart, 
nov/  nothing  but  crav/ling  skeletons 
covered  with  filth,  rags,  and  vermin. 
The  glittering  sand  at  our  feet  was 
alive  with  countless  vermin.  And  we 
saw  scenes  of  unutterable  horror. 

This  brook  or  swamp  was  hhed  to 
the  depth  of  a  foot,  or  over  with  un- 
imaginable tilth,  and  only  thiouyh  the 
waters  of  lias  brook  couH  Ih.r!  prison- 
ers obtain  aught  to  quench  their  tliir.<t. 
No  shelter  was  provided  for  us, 
and  every  decent  article  of  clothing 
had  been  strii)ped  from  us  by  the  rebel 
authorities.  They  cursed  me  with  my 
blood-stained  clothes  as  a  d— d  Lincoln 
hireling,  because  I  had  nothing  worth 
taking. 


gates  swung  open  for  our  deliverance. 
At  this  time  I'  was  nearly  blind,  but 
had  bsea  worse,  and  was  somewhat 
recovered  from  a  painful  disease. 
"\Tith  these  allusions  to  the  treatment 
of  Union  prisoners  I  leave  the  subject 
to  thousands  of  others  who  experiem-ed 
nearly  the  same  trials.

How  to  Make  an  Afghan 
Let  the  material  used  be  double  Ber 
lin  zephyr,— the  Berlin  wool  being 
much  better  than  American  m.iinufac' 
tare.  Make  the  centre  stripe  white, 
forty-one  stitches  wide,  using  the  af- 
ghan  stitch,  and  ^vork  from  right  to 
left.  On  each  side  of  thev/hite  centre 
stripe  a  red  one  twenty-three  stitches 
wid'e.  then  a  black  stripe  eighteen 
stitches  wide,  then  a  green  and  buff 
stripe  twenty-three  stitches  wide,  then 
again  a  black  stripe  same  as  before, 
finishing  with  a  blue  and  purple  stripe 
twenty-three  stitches  wide.  When  fin- 
ished, it  will  be  very  prettily  arraged. 
To  the  right  of  centre  the  colors  will 
bs  red,  black,  buff,  black,  and  purple ; 
to  the  left  of  centre,  red,  black,  green 
black,  and  blue. 

So  much  for  the  stripes,  and  now 
for  the  embroidery  of  the  centre 
stripe.  !n  the  centre  of  stripe  place  a 
magnata  rose,  with  green  leaves  on 
each  side,  ,next  a  red  rose  (green 
leaves),  Tiext  a  buff  rose-bud  and  green 
leaves,  next  a  pink  rose  (green  leaves) 
finishing  with  purple  star  flowers.  Re- 
member the  flowers  are  v/orked  each 
way  from  the  centre;  thus  the  flowers, 
like  the  stripes,  will  not  be  the  same 
on  both  side.s.  Embroider  all  the  black 
stripes  in  green  grape-leave=.  Set  the 
stripes  together  v/ith  shaded  buff. 
Finish  the  sides  with  buff  fringe  ,  tie 
the  fringe  £  1-2  Ihehes  deep,  and,  when 
tied,  the  whole  length  *of  fringe  9 
inches.  End  fringe  same  as  stripes. 
Whole  length  of  afghan  when  done,  2 
yard  12  inches;  vddth,  1  yard  23 
inches.

TALL  EucTzoars. 


The  Grasshoppers 

Advices  from  St.  James,  Uersey,  Win- 
dom,  Worthington,  St.  Peter  and  other 
points  in  the  grasshopper  region,  report 
the  pest  flying  for  tho  last  throe  days,  but 
few  being  left  in  the  localities  where 
hatched.  Tho  flight  so  far  has  been  north- 
west, which  will,  if  continued,  soon  carry 
them  beyond  the  outposts  of  civilization. 
All  reports  agree  that  the  damage  from  the 
ravages  of  tho  pests  thus  far  has  been 
much  less  than  for  previous  seasons,  and 
if  this  flight  should  result  in  their 
permanent  departure  for  the  season,  as 
now  seems  probable,  the  prospects  are 
good,  with  timely  rains  and  cool  winds, 
for  a  fair  crep  in  tho  grasshopper  region. 
Reports  from  ihe  central  and  southern 
sections  in  the  State  show  considerable 
improvement  in  wheat  the  last  two  weeks. 
through  the  severe  drouth  following  tho 
seeding,  gave  the  crop  such  a  set  back  that 
not  more  than  a  two-thirds  crop  is  ex- 
pected, from  the  northwest  sections  fa- 
vorable reports  continue  to  bo  recived,  and 
with  favorable  ripening  weather  fully  aM 
average  crop  is  looked  for.  Barley  and 
rye  are  about  ready  t«  cut,  and  look 
promising.  Corn  generally  i«  very  prom- 
ising as  are  also  oats,  while  potatoes  will 
be  an  immense  yield.

From  the  New  YorK  Grajihic. 

Tho  re.<!ult  of  tho  Presidential  canvass 
will  be  largely  inrtucaccd  by  the  fall  elec- 
tions in  several  im))ortant  states.  These 
state  elections  indicate  the  current  of  pub- 
lic feeling  and  strengthens  it.  They  appeal 
very  powerfully  to  that  largo  class  of 
voters  who  want  always  to  be  on  the  win- 
ning side,  and  there  is  .ilways  quite 
e  0  igh  SKcli  men  to  turn  tho  evi.n'y-bal- 
•iiced  scale.  The  Pennsyva»ia  election  in 
Uctfcber,  185C,  defcatetl  Tremont  in  No- 
vember, and  tho  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio 
elections  in  October,  1872,  killed  Ilorace 
Greeley. 

The  following  is  the  order  and  dates  of 
the  several  fall  state  electioni  previous  to 
tho  Presidential  election  in  No /ember  : 

1.  Kentucky — On  the  first  Monday  in 
August.  But  the  position  of  this  State  iti 
80  well  understood  that  the  election  vill 
b«  regarded  as  merely  a  democratic  ratifi- 
cation mteting. 

y.  North  Ct'rolina-The  first  Thurs- 
day in  August.  This  is  one  of  th«  con- 
tested States,  though  it  xa  claimed  by  the 
democrats.  In  the  election  of  1872  Cald- 
well, the  republican  condidate,  was  chosen 
governor  by  a  m.aJDrity  of  1,899,  while 
CJrant's  majority  the  following  November 
was  23.904.  This  state  fired  the  first  gun 
which  resulted  so  disastrously  to  the  dem- 
ocratic-liberal candidates.  A  fair  election, 
in  which  bowie-knives,  rovolvers  aud  rities 
are  not  used  to  intimidate  the  colored 
voters,  will  doubtless  show  that  the  par- 
ties are  very  evenly  divided,  and  the  re- 
sult of  its  state  election  will  be  looked  for 
with  eager  interest.

OLD  SOL  AT  THE  CENTE.VXIAL.

The  direct  effect  of  the  past  heated 
term  is  best  disclosed  by  an  examina- 
tion of  the  conmer's  record.  Although 
the  warm  v.eather  had  commenced   in 
June  and  had  continued  witliout  ces- 
sjftion,  day  after  day,  for  nearlv  three 
weeks,  yet  no  cases  of  sunstroke  or 
death  from  exhaustion  were  reported 
until  last   Saturday,  when  six  deaths 
were  brought  to  the  coroner's  notice. 
l'p(»n  the  following  day,  Sundav.   the 
heat  increased  in  intensity,  and 'its  ef- 
fect   upon    humanity   was  such  that 
twenty-six  sudden  deaths  were  caused 
thereby.    This  weather  was  continued 
on  Monday.    The  thermometer  did  not 
reach  such  a  high  point  as  on  the  pre- 
vious day,  Imt  there  was  an  ojipres-sive- 
ness  in  the  atmosphere  wluch  was  felt 
in  an    increased    number    of   sudden 
deaths  from  the  heat.      Twenty  eight 
were  reported  on  Monday.      On'  Tues- 
ihiy  and  Wednesday,  although  the  ther- 
mometer still  retained  its  i>ositiou  at 
mi<lday  among  the  nineties,  the  deaths 
did  not  exceed  nine  per  day.    On  Wed- 
nesday night  there  was  a  sudden  turn 
for  the  worst,  and  the  notifications  to 
the  coroner  show  that  twenty  deaths 
by  the  heat  were  reported   to  him  on 
Thursday  for  examination.    So  that  in 
six  days  there  were  tJ8  deaths  directly 
from  the  heat.    A  visit  to  the  morgue 
during  this  time  showed  how  terriblv 
strong  were  the  rays    of    the    midda'v 
sun.    As  many  as  twelve  bodies  were 
exposed  for  examination  at  one  time  ; 
the  marble  slalis  were  all  utilized,  and 
eight  ice-boxes  were  brought   into  re- 
quisition.    It  was  found  impossible  to 
keep  the  bwlies  of  the  imknown  dead 
exptjsed  to  juiblic  view  for  seventy- 
two  hours,  as  the   law   requires.      De- 
composition set  in  so  fast  that   it   was 
deemed  expedient  to  photograph  the 
remains  and  then  despatch  them  to  the 
letter's  field  as  gij^on  as  conveyances 
could  be  obtained.

Legislative 
business  was  then  resumed  and  the  sundry 
civil  bill  reported  liivorably  as  it  pa.ssed  the 
House.  Tlie  House  directed  a  survey  made 
of  the  Union  and  Central  I'acific  railways  for 
which  the  Government's  bonds  were  issued. 

On  the  20tli  the  Senate  pa.ssed  a  bill 
to  continue  for  ten  days  longer  the  temjiorary 
provisions  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  tjie 
government.

TIIK  .MOIIMO.V  I.NDIAXS.

Not  profiting  by  the  warning  of  last 
summer,  Pocatilla's  band  of  noble  red 
savages  are  again    assembling  in  im- 
mensely large   numbers  at  Corrine— 
the  point  selected  as  their  last  threat- 
ened outbreak.    Corinne    borders   on 
Great  Salt  Lake,  and  is  also  on  the  line 
of  the  Central    Pacific  railroad,  about 
twenty-five  miles  west  of  Odgen.    The 
people  here  naturally   look    upon    this 
move  with  suspicion.    There   are   not 
enough  to   do   any    graat   amount  of 
daiuage,  as  the  majority  of  them  left 
some  time  since  to  a.ssist  the  Sioux  in 
getting  thnwh  d   by   Crook  ;  but  the 
threatened  insurrection  and   massacre 
of  last  summer,  by  the.se  red  butchers, 
is  not  forgotten,  and  their  eveiy  move 
is  susidciousy  watched.     "Old    Hill,"' 
one  of  their  nobles',  cut-throats,  said 
that  they  would  "see  the    government 
d— d  before    they  would  leave    their 
reservation"   this    time.      There    are 
probably  as  many  i\3  5,00<)  Indians  in 
this  territory.  TJie  Mormons  call  them 
"Lamanites" — supposed    to    have  de- 
scended from  Lamau.  and,  also,  there- 
mote  descendants  of  one  of  the  ten 
lost  tribes  from  beyond  the  northern 
seas.    These   "Lamanites,"  so  called, 
have  ever  been  the  friends  and  allies 
of   the  Mormons.      They   were    here 
when  the  .Mormons  came,  and,  though 
hostile  to  emigrants   p;issiug   through 
to   California,   they   never   harmed  a 
saint.     The  Mormon  missionaries  soon 
converted  these  savages  to  their  faith, 
baptized  them  in  the  church,  and  ap- 
pointed their  chiefs  to  church  ottices 
to  preside  over  their  own  people.     Be- 
cause of  their  allied    friendslnp  and 
church  affiliations  it  luis  long  beensus-

manites or  Indians.  The  Mormons 
bear  an  eternal  hatred  to  the  United 
States  government  and  the  Gentile 
world,  and  these  cultivated  savages 
are  as  but  willing  clay  in  the  hands  of 
the  treacherous  saints.  It  will  be  re- 
collected that  an  unusually  large  num- 
ber ot  Lamanites  were  baptized  into 
the  Mormon  church  last  summer,  and 
were  told  that  the  time  was  near  at 
hand  for  the  legion  of  the  saints  to 
take  possession  of  their  old  homes  in 
Nauvoo,  from  whence  they  were  driv- 
en by  an  outraged  people.

movements  and  and  ijosition  of  the 
SIOUX,  and  if  i>ossible  the  whereabouts 
of  lerry.  On  the  «th  they  returned 
on  foot  after  a  terrible  retreat  of  two 
nights  and  one  day.  They  were  sur- 
rounded liy  the  enemv  in  prodigious 
numbers,  and  only  escaped  mirac- 
ulously by  the  sacrifice  of  all  their 
eqitipment  excei)ting  arms  avd  ammu- 
nition, including  31  picked  saddle 
horses  and  two  mules.  But  for  the 
sjigacity  and  caution  of  guides,  Gruord 
and  Baptiste.  \md  the  judgment  and 
gallantly  of  Sibley,  no  one  would  have 
survived. 

The  handful  of  men  left  .our  camp 
in  broad  daylight  with  a  strange  ab- 
sence of  precaution,  for  which  some- 
body superior  to  Sibley  in  rank  is  re- 
sponsible, it  being  usual  to  disguise 
such  movements  under  the  shelter  of 
darkness. 

They  marched  all  night  of  the  6th 
toward  the  sources  of  the  Little  Big 
Horn.  On  the  7th,  after  a  slight  meal, 
which  afterward  saved  them  from  per- 
ishing, they  jmrsued  their  course 
through  some  foot-hills  verging  to- 
ward the  mountains.  The  conforma- 
tion of  the  eavalrv  was  extremely  fav- 
orable to  an  ambuscade.  The' Sioux 
covered  a  wide  plain. 

At  about  half-past  four  a  large  body 
of  Sioux  was  espied  from  the  top  o'f 
the  bluff,  marching  eastward.  They 
seemed  to  spread  all  oyer  the  plain, 
and  evidently  were  moving  to  attack 
the  euiup  on  Goose  creek.  Lieut.  Sib- 
ley's party  remained  concealed  and  in 
horrible  anxiety  for  an  hour  watching 
their  movements.  Soon  a  tremendous 
shout  warned  them  that  the  trail  they 
seemed  to  1  e  looking  for  was  found. 
Quickly  hundreds  of  savages  were 
crowded  \i\nm  it,  and  set  out  upon  the 
chase  at  full  canter,  Mttering  tho.se 
terrible  wolfish  cries  peeuliar  to  the 
Sioux  and  Cheyenes. 

The  scouting  party  mounted  and 
galloped  toward  the  mountains,  the 
Sioux  yelling  as  they  caught  a  glimpse 
of  thein  like  hounds  on  the  scent. 
They  .seemed  to  be  distanced  in  the 
race,  but  had  broken  into  bodies  and 
were  making  a  doulile  circuit  to  gain 
the  high  points  which  they  kqev,-  the 
pursued  nuiat  pas».  'iiie  scouting  par- 
ty climbed  the  outer  ridge  and  were 
approaching  shelter  about  noon,  trot- 
ting quietly  through  a  ravine,  when 
suddenly  a  volley  of  fifty  shots  w;is 
poured  from  the  surrounding  rocky 
slojies,  where  the  .savages  were  massed, 
while  as  many  more  of  them  charged 
upon  them  like  fury.  Every  man  of 
the  little  party  felt  despair  chilling 
him.  They  wheeled  and  galloped  for 
the  timber  in  the  valley,  followed  by 
a  volley  ;  before  they  reached  shelter 
three  horses  were  wounded. 

They  dismounted  on  a  knoll  covered 
by  a  grove,  and  could  see  the  enemv 
swarming  on  the  foot  hills  belovv, 
while  constant  reinforcements  gained 
the  higher  points  around  them.  A 
plunging  fire  tore  the  foliage  from  the 
pines,  and  as  their  numbers  thickened, 
the  roar  of  the  volleys  was  perfectly 
lUafening.  The  bullets  were  all  too 
high,  but  the  enemy  were  gradually 
perfecting  their  aim,  and  notched  the 
trees  close  about  their  heads.  The 
leading  chief  was  clothed  in  white 
buckskin,and  called  out  in  theCheyenne 
tongue  :  "You  are  not  the  only  peojde 
in  this  country." 

He  was  undoubtedly  the  celebrated 
White  Antelope,  a  Southern  Cheyenne. 
All  the  boldest  attacking  warriors 
seemed  to  shout  Cheyenne  war  cries, 
while  the  more  timid,  who  fired  from 
rocks,  uttered  Sioux  ejaculations.  The 
f  usilade  continued  an  hour,  the  scouts 
replying  seldom,  in  order  to  save  am- 
munititm,  when  suddenly  there  was  a 
lull,  seeming  to  portend  some  new 
mischief,  the  guides  declaring  that 
death  was  certain,  aud  swore  to  end 
their  own  lives  rather  than  suffer  cap- 
ture and  torture.  Sibley  deliverf.d  a 
harangue  of  20  words  to  his  men,  to 
which  they  responded  .stoutly.  He 
told  them  there  were  two  alternatives 
— to  die  honorably,  or  to  escape  dis- 
honorably. Gruard  declared  that  if 
there  was  a  coward  among  them  he 
would  be  shot  rather  than  the  enemy. 

A  brief  council  was  held,  and  by 
the  advice  of  the  guides  they  deter- 
mined to  attempt  to  escape  further  in- 
to the  mountains,  leaving  their  horses 
tj  engage  the  attention  of  the  Sioux, 
tied  to  the  trees.  -\11  the  amunition 
wsis  taken  from  the  .saddles.  The  par- 
ty then  moved  stealthily  from  the 
ground  and  dashed  behind  the  project- 
ing rocks.  The  Sioux  did  not  see 
them,  and  they  climbed  up  and  up. 
over  slippery  precipices,  until  ex- 
hausted. While  resting  they  heard 
firing  commence  louder  than  ever,  and 
knew  all  their  horses  would  probably 
be  killed,  and  be  a  sorry  prize  for 
their  captors. 

The  volleys  were  terrific,  the  Sioux 
thinking  they  still  had  them  in  their 
clutches.  The  scouts  resumed  their 
clambering;  the  carbines  were  hand- 
ed up  the  rocks  from  hand  to  hand. 
Had  the  Sioux  pursued  them  on  the 
grim  heights  that  frowned  upon  them 
they  could  have  crushed  them  Avith 
boulders  which  were  iioised  ready  to 
fall.  They  continued  to  hear  the 
sound  of  riries  until  it  died  away  in  the 
distance. 

They  toiled  over  mountains  until 
dawn  of  July  8,  resting  under  the 
cliffs.  They  once  more  abandoned 
hope  when  they  saw  a  large  band  of 
Sioux  among  the  foothills,  moving  as 
if  to  intercept  them.  It,  however, 
turned  toward  the  Tongue  river,  and 
they  supposed  it  to  be  the  rear  guard 
of  the  larger  force  which  had  been  ad- 
vancing to  attack  either  a  camp  or  a 
wagon  train.  Their  hunger  was  great, 
as  they  had  abandoned  all  their  rations. 
From  dusk  they  scrambled  along  the 
sides  of  the  mountains  all  the  night. 
About  dawn  on  the  9th  they  reached 
the  bank  of  Tongue  river. 

Two  men  were  so  worn  out  that  they 
could  not  ford  the  swift  and  deep  cur- 
rent. They  therefore  hid  themselves 
in  the  thickets  and  were  left.  One  of 
them  wjis  crazed  by  exhaustion  and 
fear.  A  few  miles  further  south  the 
Sioux  were  seen,  but,  luckily,  the  fu- 
gitives escaped  observation. 

Four  miles  from  camp  a  packer,  who 
was  hauling,  loaned  his  mule  to  one  of 
the  scouts,  and  news  was  carried  to 
Col.  Royall,  who  was  commanding  dur- 
ing Gen.  Crook's  absence  on  a  hunt. 
Two  companies  of  cavalry  were  sent 
out  with  horses  to  bring  them  in.

Asiatic  cholera  is  SO  well  known  to 
be  such  a  terribly  fatal  disease,   that 
any  plan  of  treatment  that  gives  jirom- 
ise  of  success  must  excite  general   iu- 
terest.    A  method  has  lately  been  in- 
troduced by  Surgeon  Major  A.  II.  Hall, 
of    the    Army    Medical    Department, 
which,  it  in  hoped,  will  los.sen  the  mor' 
tahty  caused  by  this   fearful   maladv.' 
It  consists  m  jiuttiiig  sedatives   u'n- 
der  the  skin,   by    means    of    u 
s.vringe,    {hyjioderinic    injection.)   in 
stead    of    giving    stiniulents    by    the 
stomach.      Surgeon    Major    Hall    has 
served  nearly  twelve  years  in   Bengal, 
and  has  suffered  from  thedisea.se  him- 
self,    lu  most  accoiuits  of  the  state  of 
the  patient  in  the  cold  stage,  or  col 
lap.se  of  cholera,  the  heart  is  described 
as  being  very  weak,    and    the    whole 
nervous     system     much      exhausted 
Stimulentshave,  therefore,  almost   al- 
ways been  administered  ;   but  experi- 
ence  has  shown  that    tliev    do    more 
harm  than  good.    Surgeon"  Major  Hall 
observed  in  his  own  case,   while  his 
skin  was  blue  and  cold,  and  when  he 
could  not  feel  the  pulse  at  his  wrist, 
that  his  heart  was  beating  more  forci- 
bly than    usual.      He    therefore  con- 
cluded that  the  want  of  pulse  at    the 
wrist  could  not  ilepend  iqion   want  of 
power  m  the  heart.     A   study  of    the 
works  of  a  distinguished  physiologist. 
Or.  Brown-Sequard,  with  sonie  ob.ser- 
yations  of  his  own,  sug<rested  the  idea 
that  the  whole  nervous  rvstem  is  in- 
tensely irritated  instead  of  beiu"    ex- 
hausted, and  that  the  heart  and  all  the 
arteries  iu  the  body  are  in  a  state  of 
spasmodic  contraction.    The  muscidar 
walls  of  the   heart,   thrrefore,    work 
violently  and  squeeze  the  cavities  so 
that  the  whole  organ  is  smaller  than  it 
ought  to  be  ;  but  it  cannot  dilate  ai? 
usual,   and  .so    cannot    receive   much 
blood  to  pr.mp  to  the  wrist.     Surireon 
Major  Hall  looks  uiion  the  vomUin" 
aud  purging  as  of    secondary    iuipoi^- 
taiice,  but    directs  sj.ecial     attention 
to  the  spasjiiodlc  condition  of  the  heart 
and     lungs.      The   frequent   vomiting 
generally  causes  anything  given  by  the 
mouth  to  be  imm^'diately   rejected;  su 
it  occurred  to   him  that  the    nervous 
system  appeared  to  want  soothing  in- 
stead of  stimulating,   powerful  sedat- 
ives if  put  under  the  skin  would  prove 
beneficial.    A  solution  of  cliloral   hy- 
drate,  (which   has  a  very  depressing 
action  on  the  lieart)  wa.=}  employed  in 
twenty  eases  where  the  patient.s  were 
either  in  collapse  or  approacihing  it. 
and  eighteen  of  these  recovered.    They 
were  natives  of  Bengal.     It  is  possilde 
that  among  Europeans,  in  .severe  ca.ses. 
more  pinveiful  depressants  may  be  re- 
quired; aud  Surgeon  Major   Il'all   rec- 
comi)>ends    that   the    employment    of 
sollutions  of  Prussie  acid,  and  Calabar 
bean,  bromide  of  potassiuui,  and  otiier 
true  sedatives.    Opium,  (which  is  not 
really  a  sedative,   but    a    stimulating 
narcotic)  and  all  alcoholic  stimulants 
are  to  be  avoided,  and   nothing   given 
to  the  patient  to  drink,  in  coUap.'^e,  ex- 
cept cold    water,   of  which    he    mav 
have  as  much  as  he  likes.     It  is  to  b'e 
hoped  that    this    sedative    treatment 
may  have  an  extend-^d  trial;   and  that 
before  hmg  we  way  hear  further  favor- 
able rejMuts  concerning  it,— Chamber's 
Journal.

"For  (Jod'ssakedon't  shoot  any  more," 
but  his  son  took  deliberate  -um  and 
fired  two  more  shots,  when  he  Avas 
grabbed  by  two  men  who  had  rushed 
acro.ss  the  street  and  delivered  over  to 
a  policeman.  Mr.  Lawton  was  then 
conveyed  to  .Mr.  Moser's  residence,  and 
phy.sicians  that  had  in  the  meantime 
been  sent  for,  pronounced  the  wounds 
fatal.

Since  the  last  national  holiday,  two 
weeks  ago,  the  price  of  wheat  in  this 
market  has  declined,  14  3-4  cents  per 
bushel,  or  nearly  14  per  cent.  This  is 
a  very  important  change,  as  it  involves, 
or  accompanies,  a  similar  shrinkage  in 
the  selling  value  of  nearly  all  the 
wheat  in  the  civilized  world.  The 
loss  to  holders  of  wheat  in  this  city  is 
enormous  ;  and  not  more  to  those  who 
own  the  wheat  now  in  st<u'e  here  than 
to  those  who  have  bought  much  larger 
quantities  ftu-  future  delivery. 

The  chief  cause  of  this  decline  is 
uuflerstood  to  be  the  fact  that  a  good 
deal  of  the  wheat  in  New  York  is  in  a  | 
critical  condition.  The  crop  of  1875 
was  harvested  in  wet  weather,  and  a 
good  deal  of  that  wheat  was  damj) 
enou.  h  to  suffer  under  the  intense 
heat  that  has  reigned  on  the  seaboard 
for  two  or  three  weeks  past.  The 
danger  is  not  so  much  to  grain  in  store, 
however,  as  to  that  whicli  is  exposed 
to  a  hot  and  moist  atmosphere  for  sev- 
eral d;tys  together,  waiting  for  a 
chance  to  be  unloaded.  About  one 
million  bushels  of  wheat  now  afloat 
in  New  York  harbor,  with  no  storage 
room  in  that  city,  no  demand  from 
Europe. 

The  readier  will  doubtless  feel  curi- 
ous to  know  how  much  grain  New 
York  has  already  on  hand,  that  she  is 
not  able  to  take  care  of  the  million 
bushels  waiting  in  her  harbor  for  a 
resting  place.  We  can  answer.  Ye.s- 
terday  her  warehouses  contained  a 
trifle  over  3,yu0,u00  bushels  of  all 
kinds  of  grain,  or  about  one-quarter 
of  the  15.250.000  bushels  which  the 
warehouses  of  Chicago  can  care  for  at 
one  time.  And  with  this  picayunish 
nrovision  for  business  she  proposes  to 
tran-sact  the  grain  trade  of  the  world.

The   .\merican  emidoye,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  often  at  his  ofiice 
by  8  a.  m..  many  tradesmen  oi)en  their 
siores  at  C  or  7  a.  m..  aud  during  a  long 
day  the  attention  to  duty  is  incessant, 
only  broken  by  half  an   hour  allotted 
to  lunch.    Perhaps  there   is  too  much 
work  done  on  one  side  and  too  little 
on  the  other.    In  America  we  press  in- 
to   the    twenty-four    hours    as  much 
severe  labor  as  the  human  frame  can 
bear  ;  in  England  men  do  as    little  as 
they  i)ossibly  can. 

My  personal  experience  of  the  pub- 
lic otfices  is  not  great,  but  1  accepted  a 
po-ition  in  the  India  Office  for  a  few- 
months  during  the  tenancy  of  the 
Secretaryship  by  she  Duke  of  Argyll, 
and  this  is  how  the  work  was  done. 

On  entering  uptm  my  duties  I  inquir- 
ed at  what  hour  I  might  be  expected 
to  be  present.  The  Assistant  Secretary 
turned  to  the  senior  clerk  of  the  de- 
pariiuent.  and  asked  him  at  what  hour 
he  usually  came.  "Oh,"  he  rejdied, 
"about  10— an  easy  10— .sav  half-pa.st 
10."  "Good,"  I  rejoined.  '"I  will  be 
here  at  half-past  10."  The  next  day  I 
was  at  my  post.  Not  a  soul  had  arrived! 
There  is  an  office  for  the  messengers, 
as  they  are  called,  in  each  corridor,  of 
which  there  are  six  in  the  India  Ofiice. 
I  a.sked  the  head  messenger,  an  old 
man  of  60,  when  the  clerks  might  be 
expected.  "Sir."  he  answered,  "they 
rarely  come  before  11  f/clock,  and 
often  later.''  Sure  enough,  it  was  a 
quarter  past  1 1  before  they  began  to 
drop  in.  To  change  their  coats,  ar- 
range their  pai>ers,  and.  interchange 
matutinal  civilities  occupied  the  time 
until  noon.  Then  the  work  began.

The   Story   of  the  Jlan  Who    Murdered  the 
Tnrkesh  Jllnistcra. 

rorrcniwiidencf  of  tUe  LcDdou  Times. 

Therapiii,  June  18.— ••Tchirkees  Ilas- 
s:in,"  or  Hassan  the  Circassian,  came 
out  of  the  military  school  at  Constan- 
tinople with  the  rank  of  lietitenant 
about  three  years  ago.  He  was  implica- 
ted in  some  disturbances  wliich  occur- 
red sooji  afterward  at  Ismid,  was  ar- 
rested, sent  to  Constantinople,  and  shut 
up  in  a  military  dun;j:von  for  one 
month.  He  subsequently  took  an  activt^ 
put  in  another  Circassian  riot  atRodo- 
sto,  but  escaped  without  punislinient. 
He  had  powerful  friends  at  tlie  palace, 
being  either  a  brother  or  near  relative 
of  the  third  so-called  *'wife"  of  Abdul 
Aziz,  the  very  woman  wiio,  from  her 
harem  widow,  saw  the  sultan  fall  ex- 
hausted by  loss  of  blood  when  he  put 
an  end  to  his  life  and  who  herself  died 
possil'ly  of  {jjrief  at  her  bereavement, 
on  Sunday  last.  Hassan,  a  young  man 
of  25,  was  renowned  for  his  proficiency 
in  the  use  of  all  weapons,  a  dead  shot, 
a  master  fence,  and  so  sure  a  rider 
that  he  would  un<lertake  for  a  bet  to 
shoot  a  ninnber  of  eggs  from  his  saddle 
as  his  luuse  ran  at  full  speed.  He  was 
of  a  slender  but  wiry  frame,  exceed- 
ingly strong,  \vith  a  red  beard,  and 
had  the  tine,  reg^idar  features  i)eculiar 
to  his  handsome  race.  His  disj^osi- 
tion  is  ^aid  to  have  been  from  early 
youth  exceedingly  turbulent  and  pro- 
iliagted.  Thanks  to  the  favor  of  his 
kinswoman,  Hassan  rose  to  the  rank 
of  a  cijitaifi  and  adjutant,  and  was 
nutde  aid-ile-oamp  to  YoussoofT  Izzedin 
F.fl\ndi,  the  eldest  son  of  the  late 
sultan,  who  was  in  command  of  the 
Imi>erial  guard.  After  the  deposition 
of  Aluhil  Aziz,  the  war  minister,  Hus- 
sein Avni  Pasha,  who  wished  to  re- 
move from  the  (rai)ital  all  i>ersun.s  su.s- 
pectetl  of  too  strong  an  attachment  to 
the  old  court,  ordered  Hassan  to  join 
his  army  corj>s  at  liagdad.  As  Hassan, 
notwithstanding  his  i)romotion  to  the 
major,  with  whicli  the  banishment  was 
accompanied,  disregarded  the  order, 
and  tittered  violent  and  seditious  lan- 
guage, he  Wats  arrested  on  Thursday, 
bttt  released  in  the  same  evening,  hav- 
ing pleilged  his  word  ':hat  he  would 
proceed  to  his  destination  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning.  Tair.  Tiyal  Pasha,  a 
Circassian  general,  offered  himself  as 
seciu"ity  for  tlie  fitlliliment  of  his 
young  conntryman's  engagement.  He 
iias  since  been  imprisoned. 

I'lwin  obtaining  his  freedom,  Hassan 
on  the  same  evening  crossed  th?  Bos- 
phortts  and  went  to  Hussein  Avni's  res- 
idence at  Pasluv  Liinan,  near  Scittari. 
There  he  was  told  that  the  minister  of 
war  was  not  at  home,  but  would  prob- 
ably be  at  that  moment  attending  a 
council  at  Midliat  Tasha's  house  in  the 
quarter  of  Taouehan  Tach,  in  Stam- 
])otil.  Thither,  therefore,  Hassan  re- 
paired, arriving  at  Midhat's  Conak  at 
abotit  10  a.  m.  The  council  was  in 
session,  attended  by  tlie  grand  vizier, 
the  war  minister,  the  minister  of  ma- 
rine aiul  High  Admiral  Ahmed  Kais- 
.serll,  Midhat  Pasha,  president  of  the 
council;  Raschid  Pasha,  minister  of 
foreign  affairs,  and  Halet  Pasha,  min- 
ister withoitt  portfolio;  according  to 
some  other  accounts  tliree  ministers 
were  present.  Hassan  wore  his  uni- 
ftuni  and  had  on  his  military  cloak, 
under  which  he  concealed  two  revol- 
vers, six  shooters, — some  say  four  re- 
volvers,— beside  a  yataghan  and  a 
kaunna  or  Circassion  knife.  The  min- 
isters sat  on  the  upper  Iloor ;  on  the 
ground  Iloor  were  their  men  in  attend- 
ance— a  nitmerous  company.  Hassan, 
on  being  told  that  he  couUl  not  at  once 
see  Hussein  Avni,  sat  down  with 
these  i)eople,  chatted  with  them,  and 
took  coffee.  Having  thus  disarmed 
suspicion  he,  toward  midnight,  stole 
out  of  the  .inte-chamber,  walked  up 
stairs  to  the  council  room,  and  found 
there,  on  duty  at  the  door,  Selim 
Agha,  the  homme  de  confiance  of  Mid- 
hat  P.isha— or  of  the  grand  vizier — by 


it  to  the  inner  apartments,  and  was 
followed  by  all  his  colleagues  with  the 
exception  of  Raschid  Pasha,  who  re- 
mained as  if  spelll)Ound  and  nailed  to 
his  seat,  while  the  minister  of  marine, 
Ahmed  Kaisserli,  who  alone  showed 
some  presence  of  mind,  immediately 
closed  with  the  assassin,  seized  him 
arottnd  the  waist,  and  pinioned  down 
both  his  arms.  Hassan,  however,  sv.c- 
ceeded  in  disengaging  his  right  hand, 
and  with  Ids  Circassian  knife  inllicted 
several  wotinds  on  Kaisserli,  who  nt 
last  released  him  and  joined  the  other 
ministers  in  the  light.  In  the  mean- 
time, Hussein  Avni  was  crawling  with 
great  dilliculty  toward  the  entrance 
door.  Thereupon  Hassan,  leaving  the 
marine  minister,  whom  he  wotild  oth- 
erwise have  killed,  and  rushing  upon 
Hussein  Avni,  hacked  at  him  with  his 
knife,  cutting  his  throat,  and  never 
leaving  him  till  he  lay  motionless  at 
his  feet.  He  turned  then,  and  per- 
ceiving Raschid  Pasha,  who  had  never 
stirred,  and  alone  remained  in  the 
room,    seated  on    the  divan — in  the 


ment  of  order,  an  instrument  which, 
perhaps,  no  man  can  now  wield  with 
an  equally  steady  hand,  and  without 
which  attempts  at  innovation  are  not 
unlikely  to  plunge  the  country  into 
ntter  anarchy.  Midhat  Pasha  will  now 
have  to  go  to  work  under  the  influence 
of  haunting  terrors,  for  the  old  court 
party,  to  w  hich  the  Circassian  Hassan 
belonged,  are  not  disperseo ,  and  only 
a  ffcw  snsjjected  persons  have  been  ar- 
rested. The  sultan's  life  and  that  of 
Midhat  are  held  as  scarcely  worth  a 
month's  purchase,  and  liberal  meas- 
ures will  be  adojjfed  only  so  far  as  is 
compatible  with  unremitting  vigi- 
lance.

whom  again  he  was  told  he  could  not 
see  Hussein  Avni's  aide-de-camp.  He 
had  scarcely  turned  his  back,  when 
Ha.ssan  opened  the  door  and  found 
himself  in  the  presence  of  the  cotin- 
cil. 

The  council  chamber,  Midhat's  best 
room  on  the  tijjper  tloor,  is  a  large  hall 
with  a  bay  window  and  balcony  at  one 
end,  enjoying  an  extensive  view  on 
the  Sea  of  Marmora,  and  at  the  oppo- 
site end  a  door  leading  to  the  inner 
apartments.  Chi  both  sides  of  this 
door  are  two  divans,  on  which  the 
ministers  sat,  Hussein  Avni  and  Riis- 
ehid  Pasha  on  the  other  side  facing 
the  lateral  door  leading  to  the  stair- 
ease,  and  on  the  other  side,  the  grand 
vizier  and  Halet  Pasha,  Said  Effendi, 
the  musteohr,  or  under  secretary  of 
the  grand  vizier,  and  Mahmottd  Rey, 
gi-and  referendaire  of  the  council,  sat 
apart  on  another  divan.  Midhat  Pasha 
had  risen  and  stood  before  them  dic- 
tating a  telegram.  Hassan,  as  he  en- 
tered the  lateral  door,  found  himself 
face  to  face  with  Hussein  Avni  and 
Raschid  Pasha,  and  stepping  up  to  the 
former,  revolver  in  hand,  cried  out, 
"Davran  ma,  Seraskier  (do  not  stir, 
war  minister)."  He  fired  and  Hussein 
fell,  badly  woitnded.  but  not  dead, 
vainly  attempting  to  draw  a  revolver 
he  had  in  his  pocket. 

Terror    seemed  to  seize  the  other 
ministers.    >ndhat  Pasha  at  once  made 


vizier,  ureatly  territled,  cried  out  ■. 
from  behind  the  door  :  ''My  son,  not  j 
now  ;  you  are  too  excited  to  listen  to 
rea'<on."  Hassan,  baffled  in  his  rage, 
sent  two  pistol  shots  through  the  door. 
Unable  to  force  open  the  door,  the  ns- 
sjissin  upset  the  furniture,  set  tire  to 
the  curtains,  and  broke  the  lustre  or 
chandelier,  so  that  the  large  room  was 
only  lighted  by  one  single  taper.  ; 

Several  minutes  elapsed  during  this 
horrid  butchery,  the  peojde  in  the 
ante-chamber  l)elow  stairs,  though 
they  heard  the  report  of  the  tire-arms, 
not  daring  to  siir,  as  tliey  apprehend- 
ed that  the  murderer  was  only  the  in- 
strument of  some  conspiracy  in  which 
some  of  the  persons  present  might  be 
implitrated,  mid  for  some  time  looked 
at  each  other  with  blank  amazement, 
every  man  suspecting  and  fearing  his 
neighbor.  At  length  Midhat  Pa>ha, 
having  armed  himself  with  a  revolver, 
went  down  stairs,  and  raised  the  spirits 
of  those  persons,  two  of  them,  one  his 
own  servant.  Ahmed  Aglia,  the  other. 
Hussein  Avni's  aide-de-camp.  Churki 
Bey,  ventiired  into  the  slaughter-room. 
As  these  two  men  entered  the  apart- 
ment both  fell  dead,  struck  by  Has- 
san's unerring  revolver.  But  by  this 
time  the  pcdice  and  soldiery  from  the 
nearest  jiost  arrived,  antl  Ha.ssan,  after 
killing  a  judice  otlicer  and  wounding 
six  zaphtlhs  and  soldiers,  was  over- 
l)Owered  and  secured,  being  himself 
seriously  wounded.  The  soldiers  wtudd 
have  killed  him  on  the  spot  had  not 
Midhat  Pasha  bidden  them  take  him 
alive.  The  whole  atTray  lasted  from 
twenty  minutes  to  half  an  hour. 

The  assassin  was  taken  to  the  Ser 
askierate.  or  war  otruse,  where,  on  the 
following  morning,  Friday,  he  was  ex- 
amined, tried  and  sentenced  to  death. 
On  Saturday,  at  daybreak. 4  a.m. .lie  was 
hanged  on  a  tree  in  the  open  space  be- 
forr-  the  Seniskierate.  He  wotdd  not 
allow  the  surgeons  to  bind  up  his 
wounds,  and  w;is  greatly  exhausted  ly 
loss  of  blood  before  he  reached  the 
place  of  execution.  The  body  w;us  left 
hanging  for  the  whole  of  yesterday. 
Of  his  victims,  Hussein  Avni  was 
aV)out  Go  years  old ;  Ra.schid  Pasha, 
about  42. 

The  object  of  the  Circassian  w;vs  ev- 
idently, at  first,  merely  to  kill  Hussein 
Avni.    and    the    subsequent    murders 
were  the   result    of    that    mad    rage 
which  seems  to  blind  a  wild  beast  when 
it  has  once  tasted  blood.    Besides  Hus- 
sein, ho  showed  }»articular  hatred  only 
to  the  minister  of  marine,  because-   he 
had  dared  to  attempt  to  stay  his  hand. 
The  others  were  killed  or  wounded  in 
self-defence,     when      the     murderer 
thought  that  nothing  was  left   to   him 
but  to  sell  his  life  at  the  highest  price. 
He  avowed  at  his    trial    that    all    he 
wished  w;is  to  avenge   ui)on  the  war 
minister,  not  only  his  own  grievam'es. 
but  those  also  of  his   brother   ollicers. 
It  is,  however,    extremely    i>robable 
that  he  hated   Hassein   Avni.   as  the 
chief  actor  in   that  i)alace   revolution 
which  had  hurled  the  late  sultan  from 
his  throne,  caused   his  sister's  death, 
and   deprived  him    (Hassan)    of    that 
courtly   interest  on  which    he   relied 
for  a  brilliant  success  jind   rapid  ad- 
vancement in  his  career.    The  govern- 
ment here  have  been  at  great  pains  to 
describe  the  crime  of  Ha.ssan  as  the  is- 
olated deed  of  a  half-drunken  maniac, 
unconnected   with    jwlitical    motives. 
There  is  reason  to  believe,  neverthe- 
less, that  the  ministers  are  not  quite 
assured  that  the  as.sa.ssin  had    n(t    ;ic- 
complices,  as    on    Friday    the  sultan 
'•grieved  at  the  tragic  occurrence," 
did  not  leave  the    palace,    and    there 
wiis  no  selomlik,   or  receptitm,   ;us  is 
usually  held  upon  the   sultan's  attend- 
ance at  the  mosque.    That  sonn  thing 
like  an  *-old  Turkey  party  may  stiil  be 
in  existence,  and  that    it    may    have 
supporters  of  H;i.'san's  own  desperate 
temper  among  the  friends  and  domes- 
tics of  the  late^ultan's  household,   it 
may  be  reasonable  to  sui)pose;    ;ind 
that    explains  why  the  ceremony  of 
the  investiti»e  or  consecration  at  Ey- 
oob's  mosque  hits  been  so  long,  and  is 
even  now  indefinitely  adjourned. 

Meanwhile,  althor.gh  all  who  had 
occjision  to  deal  with  Raschid  Pasha 
sincerely  lament  the  cruel  fate  of  that 
inoffensive  and  amiable  minister —who 
however,  owing  to  his  long  connection 
with  the  fallen  cabinet  of  Maluaotid 
Pasha,  would  soon  have  been  super- 
seded— different  feelings  are  enter- 
tained about  the  death  of  Hussein  Av- 
ni, which  is  by  many  look<;d  n\\m  as, 
at  this  juncture,  a  happy  rid'.ance. 
Hussein  was  the  Prim  of  the  piesent 
crisis.  Drawn  into  the  plot  against 
Sultan  Abdul  Aziz  contrary  t<;  his  own 
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be  near  her,  and  paying  her  so  many 
little  attentions,  I  wondered  how  peo- 
ple could  be  so  blind  as  not  to  notice 
it. 

I  h:id  made  up  my  mind  that  Jack 
should  have  her,  and  was  laying  my 
plans  about  the  wedding,  when  some- 
thing occurred  that  completely  uv>set 
them.  The  way  that  it  happened  was 
this  :  I  went  over  one  evi  ning  to  get 
a  recipe  for  making  crullers  from 
Ernestine's  mother.  Wtilking  round 
by  the  side-door,  I  saw  Ernestine  and 
some  young  man  from  the  city  playing 
croquet.  1  was  screened  by  the  lilacs 
and  syringas,  but  had  a  good  view^  of 
them,  and  could  observe  plainly  the 
exertions  he  was  making  to  please  her. 
Watching  them,  I  could  not  help 
thinking  sorrowfnlly  of  Jack,  as  if 
the  mere  coming  of  this  stranger 
should  darken  Jack's  prospects  of 
winning  her.  Shrugging  my  shoulders 
Impatiently,  I  passed  into  the  garden, 
where  Ernestine's  mother  wiis  picking 
currants.

CUSTER'S  BRAVERY. 
St.  LouU  Letter  of  ttie  17th. 

A  great  deal  9f  indignation  has  been 
expressed  here  among  all  classes  of 
people  at  the  attempt  of  Gen,  Sturgis 
to  blacken  the  name  of  Custer.  Sturgis 
is  Colonel  of  the  Seventh  Cavalry,  of 
which  Custer  was  Lieutenant  Colonel. 
He  had  a  son  killed  with  Custer,  and 
feels  very  much  aggrieved  at  what  he 
calls  Custer's  insane  ambition  for 
notoriety.  Sturgis,  in  fact,  charges 
that  the"  relative  jiositions  in  which 
the  bodies  of  Custer  and  his  men  and 
officers  were  found  shows  that  Custer 
was  a^.■ay  to  the  rear  at  the  time  of 


the  massacre,  and  was  subsequently 
overtaken  and  he  and  his  body-gnaid 
slaughtered.  It  is  generally  believed 
that  Sturgis  has  been  induced  to  make 
these  charges  through  feelings  of 
chagrin  of  the  loss  of  his  son.  In  con* 
nection  with  these  charges  your  cor- 
respondent to-night  had  a  conversa- 
tion with  John  Malone,  one  of  Hazen's 
old  scouts,  who  furnished  the  follow- 
ing incident  to  demonstrate,  as  he  said, 
that  "the  Yellow-Haired  Chief  was 
game."  The  morning  of  the  Wichita 
fight.  Custer  left  his  supply  train  and 
surrounded  the  enemy  half  an  hour 
before  daylight.  A  rumor  had  reach- 
ed Maj.  Elloit's  ears  that  some  of  the 
Seventh  Cavalry  intended  to  profit  by 
the  opportunity,  and  kill  their  Gen- 
eral for  his  alleged  tyranny.  The 
Major  so  informed  Custer,  with  the 
suggestion  thai  he  .should  not  turn  his 
back  to  his  men.  Custer  replied  that 
he  never  commanded  a  man  who  would 
shoot  him  in  the  back,  and  sent  word 
to  the  band  to  start  the  music.  'What 
tune  shall  we  play  ?"  inquired  the 
leader.  "Play  'Garry  Owen," — a  good 
tune  to  die  by,"  shouted  Custer,  as  he 
put  spurs  to  his  charger,  and  was  the 
first  man  in  that  famous  fight.
